BY dispatches received from General Wallmo- 
den and Lieutenant-General Harcourt, dated 
Arnheim, December 29, 1794, it appears, that, on the 
27th, the enemy, consisting of about sixteen thou- 
sand men, made a successful attack on the Bommel 
Waert, and the Fort St. Adre, from which the Dutch 
Forces were obliged to retreat to the lines between 
Gorcum and Cuylenberg, which they now occupy \ 
and that the enemy on the same evening crossed the 
Waal, and took possession at Thuil, Wetleren, and 
Wartenberg.

A LETTER was this day received from Captain 
N»wcome, of His Majesty's Shrrnke Orpheus, 
A 2 tc 
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to Mr. Stephens, Secretary of the Admiralty, dated 
in Madras Road, the 25th of July 1794, of which 
the following is an Extract : 

ON the 5th of May, Captain Osborne, of the Cen- 
turion, made the signal for a sail, and Captain Paken- 
ham, of the Resistance, for seeing two; Round 
Island bearing South- West by West, six or seven 
leagues. I lay-to till the str&nge sails ran down so 
near to us that we could lay up for them ; I then 
made the signal to chase. At forty-five minutes past 
eleven I got near enough to fire a shot at the ship ; 
at fifty-five minutes past eleven I brought him to 
action, and by a little after twelve I got close upon 
his starboard quarter, where we kept till five minutes 
past one so very close that at times I expected to 
be on board ; and at that time the enemy struck, 
the Centurion and Resistance about three miles 
a-stern, under a great press of sail, coming up. She 
proves to be a French frigate, called La Duguay- 
trouin, of thirty-four guns, and formerly the Princess 
Royal East Indiaman, fitted out at the Isle of France 
with twenty-six eighteen-pounders, two nine-pound- 
ers, and six four-pounders, having four hundred and 
three men on board. I cannot say too much in 
praise of the steady, cool, and brave conduct of the 
Officers, seamen, and marines of His Majesty's ship 
Orpheus. Our loss is very inconsiderable, consi- 
dering the superior force of the enemy. Mr. Single- 
ton, midshipman, killed ; Mr. . Staines, mate, badly 
wounded in his left-hand ; and eight seamen slightly* 
The enemy's loss was twenty-one killed and sixty 
wounded. 

I must beg leave to recommend to their Lord- 
ships' notice Lieutenants Broughtonand Goate, also 
Mr. Staines, who commanded the guns in the ab- 
sence of Lieutenant Hodgskin, who was unfortu- 
nately on board the Danish ship, with one mate, one 
midshipman, and twenty seamen. At the time the 

ship 
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ship struck we were about two leagues from the 
passage, between Flat Island and Coin au Mire, and 
one league from the shore ; the other sail, a small 
brig, made her escape through the Channel, and got 
safe into Port Louis. 

Finding the bowsprit shot through and through, 
and three of the knees of the head entirely cutaway, 
the distressed state of the Duguaytrouin, from sick- 
ness and want of water, obliged me to seek the first 
port $ and on the 16th of May I anchored with His 
Majesty's ships at Mate, one of the Sechelle Islands. 
Finding the French had formed a settlement, and no 
refreshments to be procured, I summoned the place 
to surrender, and sent Lieutenant Goate, with Lieu- 
tenant Matthews and a party of marines, and took 
possession of it the next day for His Britannic 
Majesty. Not thinking it of sufficient consequence 
to leave any force, I quitted the place, having taken 
the Republican Flag and all the military and naval 
stores, also the brig Le Olivete, leaving the imple- 
ments of agriculture for building houses, &c. for the 
use of the poor inhabitants. 

From the very sickly state of many of the French 
prisoners/and almost a certainty of their dying if 
embarked to proceed to Madras, I was induced, from 
motives of humanity, to leave behind several Officers 
and men, having written to Mr. Malartie, Governor 
of the Isle of France, to request he would release the 
same number of our prisoners, and of the same rank 
as those that I had left at Mate ; about one hundred 
and forty more deserted and got into the woods. 
The 28th I made the Resistance's signal to chase,, 
and she brought in the Deux Andres, from Mosam- 
bique, loaded with four hundred and eight slaves*. 
The first of June I sailed with His Majesty's ships 
and prizes, and on the 18th anchored at Madras.

DISPATCHES, of which the following arc 
Copies and Extracts, have been received from 
General Walmoden and Lieutenant-General Har- 
court, by His Royal Highness the Duke of York, and 
transmitted by His Royal Highness to the Right 
Honourable Henry Dundas, one of His Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State. 

Head-Quarters, Arnhem, 
Sib, January 1, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to lay before your Royal 
Highness the report of the success of the attack 
made on the enemy on the 30th ult., by Major- 
General David Dundas. 

The corps destined for this expedition consisted 
of ten battalions of British infantry, under Major- 
General Lord Cathcart, Major-General Gordon, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel M'Kenzie; six squadrons of 
light cavalry, and one hundred and fifty hussars, 
under Major-General Sir Robert Lawriej of the 
Loyal Emigres; and of four battalions and four 
squadrons of Hessians, under Major-General dc 
Wurmb. 

It was divided into three columns. The left 
column to attack by the Dyke, the centre to attack 
in such a manner as to keep the Church of Warden- 
burg upon its left wing, and the right column, con- 
sisting of four British battalions and the Rohan 

Hussars, 
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Hussars, to keep their left wing appuyt to the Vliet, 
to turn Tuyl, and to attack it in the rear. 

Major-General Lord Cathcart found the road by 
which his column was to march so impracticable, 
that, being obliged to make a great detour, he could 
not come up in time j and Major-General Dundas 
finding/ at his arrival near Wardenburg, that the 
enemy had abandoned it during the night, he thought 
it advisable to push on with the other two columns, 
and to begin the attack immediately upon Tuyl. 

This was executed with such gallantry and spirit 
by the troops, that, notwithstanding the natural 
strength of this post, the abbatis of fruit-trees that 
were made, the batteries of the Town of Bommel 
which flanked the approach, and the considerable 
number of men who defended it, it was soon carried, 
and the enemy driven across the river (every where 
passable on the ice) with considerable loss of men, 
and of four pieces of cannon. 

General Dundas ' speaks in the highest terms of 
commendation of the spirited conduct both of the 
Officers and men during the execution of the seve- 
ral duties which fell to their lot, as likewise the pa- 
tience and perseverance they shewed by undergoing 
immense fatigues and hardships, increased by the 
cold and the severity of the season. 

I annex the return of our loss, which is not very 
great considering the circumstances.

IT is with great satisfaction that I have the ho- 
nour to inform your Royal Highness, that, in conse- 
quence of our decision, which I mentioned in my 
last letter of the 29th ult. General David Dundas, 
on the 30th, attacked the enemy at day-break, who 
had crossed the Waal, and succeeded in driving them 
back across that river, with the loss of four pieces 
of cannon and some men. 

As I inclose a copy of his report, it is needless for 
me to enter into any particulars ; but I cannot help 
expressing to your Royal Highness how great a praise 
is due to Major-General David Dundas, and to all 
the Officers and men, for their conduct on this oc- 
casion, which was as exemplary in the fortitude and 
perseverance with which they supported every fatigue 

and 
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*f*d hardship attending the seasomj as it was spirited 
in the action. * 

I am happy to observe that, all circumstances 
considered, the loss of the British, of which I have 
the honour to inclose a return, is inconsideraHa, 
We have, however, to lament the death of Major 
Murray, of the 78th regiment.

Copy of a Report from Major-General DaM Dtm- 
das to His Excellency General Count Watooitn, 
dated Tuyl, December 21, 1794. 

AGREEABLE to orders I received on the 27th, 
about ten in the morning I communicated with Gene* 
«ral Wurnab, and all the troops were put in motion 
immediately, viz. four battalions and four squadrons 
of hessians, under General Wurmb ; ten British 
battalions, La Chatre's emigres, six squadrons British 
light cavalry, and one hundred and fifty hussars of 
Rohan, divided in brigades, under Major-General 
Sir Robert Lawrie, Majbr-General Lord Cathcart, 
Major-General Gordon, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
MacKenzie. ' 

At Geldermalsen Lord Catheart, with four bat- 
talions and Rohan' 8 hussars, struck off from the 
British column to/march upon Rumpt and Haasden, 
so as to get behind Tuyl. The rest of the British 
column proceeded by Metteren 5 and exactly at day- 
Kght meeting the hessian column near Waarden- 
bourg, attacked the enemy in their post of Tuyl, 
with such resolution and gallantry of the troops, that 
it was very soon carried, notwithstanding its natural 
strength, the abbatis that were made, the batteries of 
the Tow* of Bommel; which flanked the approach, 
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and the considerable number of men who defended 
it, who were driven across the River (every where 
passable on the ice) with loss of men and cannon. 

I inclose a return of the killed and wounded of 
the British. 

Extract of a Letter from General Walmoden to iJis 
Royal Highness the Duke of York, dated Ameron- 
gen, January 6, 1795. 

ON the 3d. instant I removed my head quarters 
to this place. By this disposition, which I had pre- 
viously announced to your Royal Highness, , I am 
nearer the scene of our present operations. 

The severity of the weather has increased ; and the 
intense cold of the 3d and 4th induced the enemy, 
on the latter day, to pass the Waal near Bommel. 
Having driven in our advanced posts, they again 
took possession of Tuyl. General David Dundas*; 
however, thought he should be able to defend Met- 
teren, and to check the further progress of the 
enemy ; but the advanced posts of the hessians, 
nearest to General Dundas's position, having also 
been obliged to fall back, I agreed with the other 
Generals to send orders to Generals Dalwick and 
Dundas, to unite their forces immediately, and, at 
day-break of the 5th, to make a vigorous attack on 
the enemy, and to spare no efforts to drive them 
across the Waal. General Dundas probably found 
the enemy in too great force to venture the attack j 
but about ten o'clock he was himself attacked at 
Geldermalsen by a large body of the enemy's cavalry, 
supported by their tirailleurs. Their charge was so 
impetuous, both on our cavalry and infantry, that at 
first they had the advantage, and took two pieces of 
cannon ; but the reserve coming up, the guns were 
retaken, the enemy repulsed, and the post preserved. 

The violence of the frost having converted the 
whole country into a kind of plain, which gives the 
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greatest facility to the enemy in their movements, 
iGeoeral Dundas- thought it necessary to fall back 
during, the night upon Bueren, where General. Dal- 
wick was stationed. This circumstance, and the 
excessive fatigue which the troops have undergone in 
the late operations, at a. season of the year, and in 
situations in which they were often obliged, from 
want of cantonments, to pass the night without cover, 
determined me, in concert with the other Generals, 
to take up a position behind the Leek, for which we 
had previously made the necessary dispositions. It 
.extends from Cuylenberg to Wageningen, occupied 
by* the Austrian** 

A late march made by a considerable column of 
the enemy, attended by a large train of artillery, 
towards G or cum, and their attack upon our right, 
combined with an attempt upon Thiel, evidently indi- 
cate a regular plan of operations on their part, and 
confirm me in the opinion of the necessity of our 
movement. I hope that all the troops will arrive 
ihis evening at their new stations. 

Since yesterday the weather has become much 
milder, and gives us reason to hope -for a complete 
thaw 5 in which case we may expect a favourable 
change in our affairs. 



Head Quarter*, Amerongen, 
Sir, January 6, 1795, 

NOTWITHSTANDING the advantage obtained 
on the 30th of December by His Majesty's troops, 
of which I had the honour to inform your Royal 
ifighneag in my last letter of the 1st instant, as the 
frost continued increasing, it was judged necesaajpy 
that M ajor-General David Dundas s corps, and t^e 
hessians, should fall back to a position on the Lin- 
gen, leaving out posts on the Waal. This itoove- 
.mjtnt was .executed pp the night of the 3d. 

' B2 On 
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On the evening of the 4 th the enemy: againemfted 
the Waal in very considerable force, and drw* m 
bur out posts on that river j hut upon their advanc- 
ing yesterday morning against General Dundas's 
corps at Geldermaken, they were repulsed with loss*, 
and did not renew the attack. 

Our picquets were, however, drawn in to this side 
of the Lingen, and Major-General David Dundasr, 
finding his position near Bueren to he no longer 
tenable, for want of sufficient covering for 'his troops, 
(who have been now so long exposed to the utmost 
indbemency of weather, and the most severe andeor*- 
stant fatigue, which they have supported with the 
greatest fortitude) the army lias this day received 
orders to cross the Leek, and take up- a position cm 
the right bank of that river. 

£ have as yet received no exact return of our k*», 
which is trifling. Major-General Sir Robert Lawrie 
and two officers of the 78th regiment, are wounded, 
but, I am happy to add, very slightly.

Extract of a Letter from. Lieutenant- General Har- 
court to His Royal Highness the Duke of York, 
dated Boom, JanMory % 1795. 

Sib; 

A "VERY considerable and sudden thaw having 
come on on thetitfi instant, which offered a prospect 
of; preserving our position on the Waal, it was judged 
necessary that the troops, who -had not yet crossed 
tfee?f>ck, should remain in the cantonments theythen 
ticcjipiedj and the rest should again move ferwwrd. 
Lieutenant-General-Abercromby and Major-GeTtera* 
Hammerstejn, with the greatest part of their corps, 
and SQ|ne Attstiian'bsttahprjs, were, therefore, to have 

begun 
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hagi n Aw niwwfrnpon, Uriel and towaada Bowmnl 
-pa^lhje ?jtb, and General David Dandas's corps ie* 
amred orders m -consequence to occupy Bueren> and 
lb* heights near k, on ftbe 8th, to co-operate with 
Generate Abercromby and Hammerstein in the pro* 
nosed attack. 

Unfortunately the frost set in again with great 
aercerity, but as the troops were already put in mo- 
tion, and counter orders might have prevented a con* 
Mnatkm, from the extent of the line, General David 
Dundas, having assembled his corps with a zeal awl 
exertions which reflect the hightest credit on himself 
and the troops, proceeded towards Bueren on the 
morning of the 8th, having detached in advance two 
battalions, who were afterwards to have marched 
**pon Thiel, ta<co-operate in the attack of that piae* 
On their arrival at Bueren, they found all our posts 
on the Lingen driven in, and the enemy in force near 
Bueren. As soon as more troops of General Dun* 
das's corps came up, Major-General Lord Cathcart, 
with the 14th, 27th, and 28th regiments, and lot 
British hulans, attacked the enemy, and drove them 
back, with loss, beyond Geldermalaen. 

Nomine can exceed the conduct of Lord Cat** 
carl and those regiments on this occasion, though I 
am sorry to inform your R*yal Highness that they 
suffered considerably. I have as yet received nose* 
torn of their loss, which I believe amounts to one 
feandred and sixty killed and wounded. It is with 
the greatest concern that I must add, that amongst 
the latter are Lieutenant-Colonels Butter, of the 27th, 
and Alexander Hope, of the 14th, whose wounda I 
fear are very dangerous. 

From the very great extent of cantonments, Cha 
difficulty of assembling a sufficient corps, or other 
c>cuin«tsmc€s with which I am as yet unacquainted 
the attack on the part of Generals Abercromby and 
HamjnerStein did not take place yesterday j &**•£ 
in Ike event of Us being *a*ried insa^eneeution* the 
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occupying of Bueren is of the utmbit consequence, 
General David Dundas still remains there, and hear 
it, with the greatest part of his corps, as does also 
Major-General Wurmb, with three battalions' and 
four squadrons of hessians, from whence, if neces- 
sary, they will advance to co-operate with General 
Abercromby.

Copy of a Report sent by Major-General David Dun^ 
das, dated Bur en, January 6, 17954 

Sib, 
I HAVE hitherto been unable to acquaint you* 
that about two in the afternoon of the 4th, the enemy 
attacked our post at Meteren, about a mile in front, 
where half of the 33d regiment, with a picquet of 
eighty cavalry, and two curricle guns, were posted ; 
their number and disposition to surround the post 
soon made it necessary to fall back on the other part of 
the regiment, which wassupportedwith two howitzers. 
In this movement they were hard pressed by a large 
body of the enemy's hussars, that gaUoped along the 
road with great vivacity. The troops having before- 
hand been in an alert situation, the Village of Gel- 
dermanseh was soon covered by the 42d and 78th j 
the 33d took its place in the line of defence, and die 
other troops were in reserve on the opposite Dyke of 
the Lingen, the River being completely frozen, ?nd 
.passable every where. The enemy still persevering 
in their attack, advanced on the Village both in front 
and in flank; but after a great deal of musquetry 
firing for above an hour, were every where repulsed 
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by the steadiness of the troops, and retired upon 
Meteren, through woody and enclosed ground. 

Every praise is due to the infantry that was en- 
gaged, and by the particular firm and cool behaviour 
of the advanced companies of the 78th, the progress 
of the enemy's cavalry was first checked.

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Extract of a tetter from the Honourable Lieutenant" 
General Air court to 2& Hoyal Highness the Duke 
of York, dated Head- Quarters, Doom, January 1 0, 
1795. , 

I LOSE no time in acquainting your Royal 
Highness that the enemy this day, having crossed 
the Waal in considerable force, attacked our line at 
Jtft&tai points of it: one column passed at Pnnner- 
den, and was immediately repulsed ; another passed 
near Ghent, and, after maintaining itself for a short 
time, was likewise checked; a third passed near 
Wmeguen, and, in conjunction with two or three 
coitmms who crossed between Thitel and Fodewaart, 
attacked the whole of our line on that side. They 
forced the Austrians to abandon Heusden, and re- 
treat across the Leek, and obliged the Hanoverians, 
with General Cootes's brigade, and some Austria**, 
to fall back upon Lent, which, upon tire arrival, they 
found occupied by the enemy, and, in consequence, 
retreated across the Lingen, where they maintained 
their ground behind that River neW Etet; winch 
position they still occupied at the close of the day. 

lieutenant-General Abercromby, who was march*- 
ing upon Echleld to dislodge the enemy from that 
post, upon their- making these attacks upon his -left 
-and rear, immediately halted, and finding both the 
Hanoverian* and Austrian* forced on the flanks and 
rear, retreated across the Leek, and now occupies the 
heights near Rhenen. 

I have the honour to inclose the reports which I 
have received from Generals David Dunjdas and 
Lord Cathcart, of the affair on the 8th, together with 
the return of the killed and Wounded.

I HAVE the honour to acquaint you that, in con- 
. tcqugnee of a direction fti>m Lieutenant-General

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Abercromby, Mid as a part of the general intended 
forward movement indicated to me, I ordered the 
27th and 14th regiments to march from Aulenbfcrg 
early in the morning of the 8th, and endeavour to 
repossess Thiel, which was then hi the hands of the 
enemy* 

On the arrival of these two regiments aft Butreft 
lieutenant-Colonel Boiler round all our advanced 
posts fallen hack. And the enemy in a considerable 
t>ody marching on Bueren. He immediately took 
possession of the Town and Castle, and waited the 
arrival of the head of the troops under my command* 
who had repassed the Rhine, and were on their 
march to arrive at the rendezvous of Bueren. Oar 
ant-posts, which were on the road to Geldermalsen, 
were necessarily supported, and Major-General Lord 
Cathcart, with the 14th, 27th, and 28th regiments, 
after an attack of several hours, drove the enemy dp- 
posed to him (eight hundred infantry, two squadron*, 
and apiece of cannon) beyond the Village of Gelder- 
malsen, and there took the piece of cannon. For 
the particulars I beg leave to refer to Lord Cath- 
cart s report, to whose abie conduct, and to the 
steadiness and gallantry of the troops, so conspicu- 
ous on this occasion, we are much indebted. Our 
loss has been considerable, a list of which I inclose.

Sin, Bmereny January 9, 1795* 

ON receiving your commands to reconnoitre the 
enemy, by whom the picquets towards Geldermalsen 
had been driven in, and to replace a post opposite to 
that place, I took a detachment of thirty hulans, 
with the light companies, and & detachment of die 
27th regiment, and advanced on the Djflte 1 : the 
1795. C 
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milans charged the advanced guard of the enemy, 
and pursued them to Buremalsen, where they killed 
some men, and from whence they also brought back 
prisoners, under cover of the infantry, which flanked 
the road. Finding that the enemy at that time near 
me did not amount to more than eight hundred men, 
with some hussars, and one piece of cannon, I de- 
termined immediately to dislodge him, and accord- 
ingly brought up the remainder of the 27th regiment, 
the 14th regiment, and two field pieces. The 14th 
regiment formed on the ice on the left of the Dyke, 
and the 27th across the inclosures on the right, sup- 
ported by the picquets, by the detachment of hulana, 
and afterwards by a squadron of light dragoons. 
.The field pieces were on the Dyke, and were with 
great gallantry and judgment protected from the 
enemy's tirailleurs by Lieutenant Eirington of the 
14th, who advanced before them with the grenadiers 
of that regiment. The troops marched in this order 
as expeditiously as possible, driving the enemy before 
them. By the time they arrived at Buremalsen the 
enemy had passed the River, and were collected at 
Eldermalsen, from whence they kept an incessant 
iire of musquetry and grape shot. 

The British line advanced without any halt, and 
the 27th regiment, gradually changing its direction 
to the left, as it approached the mill, at once charged 
,the Village across the ice beyond the burned bridge, 
and seized the cannon, while the 14th regiment en- 
tered it on £he right. The enemy retired with great 
precipitation, but soon returned in much greater 
numbers, and, notwithstanding the fire of the field- 
pieces from the opposite shore, made repeated at- 
tacks upon the Village in which the regiments were 
posted. The steady countenance of die troops in 
the Village, however, reduced these attacks to a dis- 
tant firing. The gun taken, which was a very fine 
long brass eight-pqunder, French, was sunk in the 
JRivqr by the ice breaking under it. ,On the arrival

of the 28th, that regiment immediately formed on 
each side of the Windmill, with their field-pieces, 
and the regiments in the Village were ordered to 
repass the Lingen, and form behind the Dyke ; this 
movement was executed with the greatest regularity, . 
and they passed through the interval of the 28th in 
good order, and without leaving a man, though fol- 
lowed to the end of the bridge by great numbers. 
The 28th could not be placed so as to cover this pas- 
sage effectually, without being exposed to a very 
heavy fire, which they presented themselves to, and 
returned in the most soldier-like manner. Their 
fire, and that of their guns, again cleared the Village, 
and about sun-set all firing ceased, and the brigade 
remained in the position until eleven o'clock, whe» 
I received your orders to march. 

These regiments have all been distinguished for 
their gallant services, one of them on very recent oc- 
casions 5 but I imagine they never can have shewn 
more cheerfulness, more discipline, or better beha- 
viour, than on this affair. I am sorry to add our 
loss has been considerable. No officer slightly 
wounded quitted his post $ but I join with every 
officer and soldier in lamenting the severe wounds 
which Lieutenant-Colonel Buller and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Alexander Hope have received. I am par- 
ticularly indebted to these officers, as well as to 
Colonels Gihnan and Paget, for the manner in which 
the directions given to them were executed $ and I 
have to acknowledge the most active assistance given 
to me by my Aide-de-Camp, Captain Kirkman, and 
the other officers attached to me. 

I add a return of the killed, wounded, and mis- 
sing ; and have the honour to J>e, with the greatest .

Extract of a Letter from General Wallmoden to His 
Royal Highness the Duke of York, dated Voor- 
thuisen, January 16, 1795. 

SINCE my last dispatch the enemy have made 
several movements, indicating a design of a general 
attack on our posts, rendered more easy by die un- 
fortunate loss of Heusden. 

On 
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On the 14th instant they attacked all the points 
of our line, from Arnheim to Amerongen. The most 
•serious attempt appears to have been directed against 
Rhenen, on which the advanced posts had fallen 
back from the other side of die River. These posts 
were, however, immediately recovered, and preserve^ 
by the brave and spirited conduct of the British 
guards, and, of Salm's infantry ; of the former in par- 
ticular I cannot express myself in terms of sufficient 
commendation: each of these corps had two officers 
slightly wounded. 

The intentions of the enemy against our position 
between Cuylenberg and Rhenen being now manifest, 
the right wing of the army effected its retreat on the 
night of the 14th to Amersfort and its environs j the 
remainder of our position, including the Grep, is still 
occupied by General Hammerstein, who will remain 
there till to-morrow, or the day after if possible. 
This day we shall march to Appeldoren, where the 
army will rest one day, and on the following we shall 
cross the YsseL 



Head-Quarters, Voorihuisen, 
Si*, January 16, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Royal High- 
ness, that, on the Nth, the enemy attacked all our 
out-posts between the Leek and the Waal in force. 
They were, however, repulsed on every point, espe- 
cially by the picquets opposite Rhenen, upon which 
they advanced in very superior numbers. The con- 
duct of the guards and other corps, whose picquets 
were engaged, was as steady as it was spirited ; and 
I am happy to add their loss was trifling. Colonel 
Leslie and Captain Wheatley were slightly wounded, 
and about twenty men wounded and missing j none 
killed. The Posts of Eck and Maurik, in front of 
Amerongen, were afterwards drawn in, but without 

loss. 
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1ms. The enemy likewise made a slight attaek to- 
wards Arnheim, but without furtfeer effect than 
-obliging the Post of Elden to fall back nearer the 
River. 

■ In consequence of the arrangements which were 
taken, the army began their march on the niglk* of 
the 14th, and have continued it without the leatt 
interruption from the enemy. 

We hare succeeded in getting off the sick, all 
but about three hundred, whose cases will not ad- 
mit of removal, and with whom I have left proper 
off cers and attendants, with recommendatory letters 
to the French General, and a sufficient sum of maney 
to supply their wants at present. The wounded 
officers have all been got off, and, I trust, a very 
*maB proportion of stores' and ammunition wis be 
ieft«

sails. About five o'clock, perceiving, by my night- 
glass, the strange ships to stand after us, we crouded 
all the sail we could possibly set, as did the Canada, 
and hauled more to the Eastward. About day-break 
the Canada passed us, and steering more to the 
Northward than we did, brought her on our larboard- 
bow. Two ships of the line and two frigates pur- 
sued her; and three of the line and one frigate 
chased the Alexander. About half-past seven o'clock 
the French ships hoisted English colours. About a 
quarter past eight o'clock we hoisted our colours, 
upon which the t French ships hauled down the 
English, and hoisted theirs $ and drawing up within 
gun-shot, we began firing our stern chaces at them, 
and received their bow chaces. About nine o'clock, 
or shortly after, observing the shipsin pursuit of the 
Canada, drawing up with her, and firing at each 
other their bow and stern chaces, I made the Ca- 
nadas's signal to form a-head for our mutual support, 
being determined to defend the ships to the last ex- 
tremity; which signal she instantly answered, and 
endeavoured to put in execution by steering towards 
us ; but the ships in chace of her, seeing her inten- 
tions, hauled more to starboard to cut her off, and 
which obliged her to steer the course she had done 
before. We continued firing our stem chaces at the 
ships pursuing us till near eleven o'clock, when three 
ships of the line came up, and brought, us to close 
action, which we sustained for upwards of two hours, 
when the ship was become a complete wreck, the 
main-yard, spanker-boom, and three top-gallant-yards 
shot away, all the lower masts shot through in many 
places, and expected every minute to go over the side ; 
all the other masts and yards were also wounded, 
more or less, nearly the whole of the standing 
and running rigging cut to pieces, the sails torn into 
ribbands, and her hull much shattered, and making 
a great deal of water, and with difficulty she floated 

into 
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into Brest: at this time the ships that had chased the 
Canada had quitted her, and were coining fast up to 
us, the shot of one of them at the time passing over 
us. Thus situated, and cut off from all resources, I 
judged it advisable to consult my officers, and accord- 
ingly assembled them all on the quarter-deck ; when, 
upon surveying and examining the state of the ship, 
(engaged as I have already described,) they deemed 
any farther resistance would be ineffectual, as every 
possible exertion had already been used in vain to 
save her, and therefore .they were unanimously of 
opinion, that to resign her would be the' means of 
saving the lives of a number of brave men. Then, 
and not till then, (painful to relate) I ordered the 
colours to be struck 3 a measure which, on full inves- 
tigation, I hope and trust their Lordships will not 
disapprove. Hitherto I have not been able to collect 
an exact list of the killed and wounded, as many of 
the former were thrown overboard during the action 
ancL, when taken possession of, the people were 
divided, and sent on board different ships, but I do 
not believe they exceed forty, or thereabout. No 
officer above the rank of boatswain's mate was killed. 
Lieutenant Fitzgerald, of the marines, Messrs. Burns, 
boatswain,, and M'Curdy,. pilot, were wounded 3 but 
in a fair way of doing well,* 

, The cool, steady, and gallant behaviour of all my 
tm^cers and ship's company, marines as well as sea- 
men, throughout the whole of the action, merits the 
highest applauses ; and I should feel myself deficient 
in my duty, as well as in what I owe to those brave 
men, were I to omit requesting you will be pleased 
to recommend them in the strongest manner to their 
Lordships' favour and protection ; particularly Lieu- 
tenants Godench, Epworth, Carter, West, andDara-

made upon the work ; and the place became no 
longer tenable.. 

On the night of the 10th instant, Lieutenant- 
General Prescott having previously arranged the 
order and time of retreat with Rear- Admiral Thomp- 
son, the whole garfisen was embarked without loss. 

I have the honour to inclose to you the Lieute- 
nant-General's account of the siege and evacuation, 
by which you will be fully informed of all the at- 
tending circumstance;. 

Lieutenant-General Prescott reports, that it has 
been greatly owing to the ready assistance afforded 
to the garrison by Vice-Admiral Sir John Jervis, 
and since by Rear-Admiral Thompson, that he was 
enabled so long to resist the efforts of the enemy. 
He also gives the highest encomiums to Captain 
Bowen, of His Majesty's ship the Terpsichore, who 
superintended the embarkation, and by whose able 
disposition of the boats every thing was managed 
with the most perfect order and regularity j unfor- 
tunately he was severely wounded, but we hope not 
in such a manner as to endanger his life. 

Of the conduct of all the officers and men, the 
Lieutenant-General makes a most favourable report, 
expressive of his entire satisfaction of their beha- 
viour during the whole of the siege. 

I beg to express to you my approbation of the 
conduct of Lieutenant-General Prescott in the de- 
fence of Fort Matilda : it has been judicious in a 
high degree ; and throughout the whole transaction 
he has shewn the greatest judgment and resolu- 
tion.

THE evacuation of Fort Matilda, in Guadaloupe, 
the defence of which devolved upon me, having un- 
avoidably taken place, I find it necessary to give you 
a particular account thereof. 

To enter into a minute detail of the siege, which 
commenced on the 14th of October, and terminated 
by evacuating it on the 10th of December, would not 
only too much occupy your time, but might be deemed 
equally unnecessary. It may be sufficient to ramark, 
that, on entering the Fort, I found it totally out of 
repair, the materials composing the wall-work thereof 
being of the worst kind, and having apparently but 
little lime to cement them properly. By the middle 
of last month the works were very much injured by 
the daily and frequent heavy fire of the enemy, and 
almost all the carriages of our guns rendered useless. 
These were in general in a very decayed state, but 
even the new ones for the brass mortars, that were 
made during the siege, gave way, from the, almost 
incessant fire we kept up : so that, upon the whole, 
what from the nature of our defences, and the small 
number of ' our garrison, we were in a very unfit 
situation to resist the very vigorous exertions of our 
enemy, who began to prepare additonal forces about 
the 20th of last month, but who, from a number of 
causes, and especially from heavy and continued 
rains, could not open their new batteries until the 
6th of this month. On that day they began to fire 
from twenty-three pieces of cannon, four of which 
were thirty-six pounders, and the rest twenty-four, 
and from eight mortars, two of thirteen-inch and two 
of ten. The fire was very heavy, and continued all 
day and night, and by it all the guns on the gallion 
bastion were dismounted, and the bastion itself a 
heap of ruins. Every day after this grew worse un- 
till the 9th j on the evening of which day I went 

into*

we were both but too well convinced of the tottering 
state of tne works from tne gallfbn along the curtain, 
aMmdeed the whole, from the East to* the North- 
Eksfe.

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en that particular spot where the enemy fired from. 
The embarkation continued with little or no inter- 
ruption, and was happily completed about ten o'clock 
at night; without its being discovered by the enemy, 
who continued firing as usual on the Fort till two 
or three o'clock in the morning of the lltb, as we 
could plainly perceiye from the ships. JJy satisfac- 
tion was great at having thus preserved my brave 
garrison to. their King and Country, and was em- 
bittered only by finding that Captain Bowen, of the 
Terpsichore, was badly wounded in the face by a 
musket ball, when bringing off the last of the men. 
A most active, intelligent, and brave officer, to whom 
I am under the highest obligations, for his constant 
and unremitted exertions to serve the garrison dur- 
ing the whole progress of the siege. 

I cannot help acknowledging the great obligations 
I lay under to Sir John Jervis, for the many and essen- 
tial services which he rendered me and my garrison 
while he continued in the command, and which were 
always offered with the utmost alacrity, and per- 
formed with equal diligence. My best thanks are 
also due to Rear-Admiral Thompson, acting under 
the orders of Vice-Admiral Caldwell, and in short to 
a}l the officers of His Majesty's navy who assisted 
in the protection of the Fort, and who conducted 
the evacuation in the most masterly manner, as has 
been evinced by its promptitude and success. 

During the whole progress of this long and pain- 
ful siege, the officers and men under my command 
conducted themselves in such a manner as to deserve 
my warmest praise, bearing their hardships with the 
utmost patience and fortitude, and performing their 
duty with the utmost alacrity. The conduct of the 
whole garrison was such as to entitle /them to my 
bes*4hanks, and I cannot particularize the behaviour 
of any one officer without doing an injury Jo the rest. 
Captain Thomas, of the 3$th regiment, and Captain 
Beqkwith, of the &6th, my Ai^s-de-Camp, distin-

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guished themselves by their zeal and activity, and 
were truly aiding through this long service. I can- 
not, however, omit mentioning Mr. Grant, Collector 
of Basseterre, Guadaloupe, who commanded a few 
-volunteers, and whose conduct during the whole 
siege was such as did him the highest honour.

Extract of a Letter from Vice- Admiral Caldwell, 
Commander in Chief of His Majesty's Skips and 
Vessels at the Leeward Islands, to Mr. Stephens, 
Secretary of the Admiralty, dated on board the 
Majestic, off Martinique, January 3, 1795. 

THE Ganges and Montagu arrived at Fort Royal 
on the 29th November last. 

On the 30th of October, being then about thirty 
leagues to the Westward of Cape Finisterre, they 
fell in with and captured the Jacobin, a ship of war 
in the service of the French Government, carrying 
•twenty-four twelve-pounders, and two hundred and 
twenty men, and brought her with them to this Island. 
She had been nine days from Brest, and taken 
nothing. 

The Zebra returned to Fort Royal on the 4 th of 
December, with the Carmagnols, French schooner, of 
ten guns and thirty-five men, which she took off St. 
Lucia the 30th of November 5 and Captain Faulk- 
nor, of the Blanche, informs me of his having chased 
ah armed schooner on shore, near Port Louis, Guada- 
lonpe, which he afterwards got off, and found she 
was laden with gunpowder, and sent her to St. John's, 
Antigua. The crew effected their escape. And, by 
his letter of the 3 lslrof December, he acquaints me 
of his -having the day before chased a large schooner 
into the Bay of Deseada, where she anchored close 
under a battery 'and a long range of mus^uetry on 
the shore j. and that, from the annoyance such ves- 
sels-have rendered the trade, he thought it expedient 

to 
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to anchor, to silence the battery, and bring the 
schooner out, which, after some little time, he effected 
by the crew of the schooner abandoning her, and the 
musquetry from the shore not giving further moles- 
tation. By the papers found on board she was a 
National corvette, commanded by a Lieutenant de 
Vaisseaux, senior officer of a detachment from Pointe 
a Pitre. The Blanche has suffered but little in her 
hull, masts, or rigging. A midshipman and one man 
were killed, and five wounded. The enemy at the 
battery, and on board the schooner, suffered consi- 
derably. Captain ftiou, of the Beaulieu, also in- 
forms me, by letter of the 2d instant, of jus having 
captured a fast-sailing sloop of ten guns and forty- 
one Men, commanded by an Ensign de Vaisseaux, 
and carried her into Barbadoes. She sailed from 
Pointe k Pitre in company with three other priva- 
teers. 



Extract of another Letter from Vice- Admiral Cald- 
well to Mr. Stephens, dated off Martinique, Ja- 
nuary 3, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose you, for the in- 
formation of the Lords Commissioners of the Admi- 
ralty, copies of Rear Admiral Thompson's andlieu- 
tenant-General Prescott's letters, giving an account 
of the evacuation of Fort Matilda, Guadeloupe* which 
was happily effected with infinitely less loss than 
could have been expected, by the able and judicious 
arrangement made by the Lieutenant-General and 
Rear- Admiral; executed by Captain Bowen, of the 
Terpsichore, with uncommon judgment ; too much 
praise .cannot be .given .him, meriting every, thing 
that can be said of * gallant, active, diligent, good 
oJficer.

Sir, 

YESTERDAY morning Captain Bowen, of His 
Majesty's ship Terpsichore, accompanied by Cap- 
tain Thomas, .Aide-de-Camp to Lieutenant-General 
Prescott, brought me a letter from the General, say- 
ing that he had held out at Fort Matilda as long as 
possible, (indeed from the ships we could perceive 
that the walls of the Fort were much shattered, and 
many of the guns dismounted,) and requested that 
I would make an arrangement for taking off the 
•troops, who would be ready at the water-side by 
seven o'clock that evening. On my mentioning to 
Captain Bowen that it would be necessary an officer 
of rank should conduct the embarkation, he in a very 
handsome manner offered to undertake the service, 
.provided I thought him equal to it. Knowing his 

.abilities, I accepted his offer with pleasure, and he 
performed it very much to my satisfaction, bringing 
the whole garrison off without any loss on their part ; 
unfortunately, in rowing along shore to enquire after 
an out-picquet, (which there was some doubt about, 
but which had been called in and was embarked,) 
Captain Bowen received a bad wound in the face. 
A mate and one man were killed in the Alarm's 

' launch, in consequence of her being thrown on the 
beach by the surf. This was all the loss we sus- 
tained, although the enemy kept up a smart fire of 
musquetry, and from some other batteries. Two 
men from the 60th deserted on being ordered to the 
waterside, who, it is thought, gave the enemy infor- 

' mation ' of oui! intentions. Considering the short 
notice every thing succeeded beyond my expecta- 
tions, and I felt myself much obliged to all concerned, 
officers and men ; but Captain Bowen I beg leave 
particularly to recommend on the present occasion, 

v. and 
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and for his exertions during the whole siege, of which 
I have no doubt but Lieutenant-General Prescott 
can bear ample testimony. 

We are now employed arranging the troops, in 
order to send them for the protection of the different 
Islands. When that is finished I shall make the best 
of my way to join you at Martinique.

Sir, 

I CANNOT suffer the evacuation of Fort Matilda, 
in Guadaloupe, to pass over (the defence of which 
was committed to me) without acquainting you with 
the very gallant and truly meritorious conduct of 
Captain Bowen, of the Terpsichore. This ship was 
by Sir John Jervis particularly allotted to the protec- 
tion of the Fort by Sea, and performed that duty, from 
the commencement of the siege thereof, on the Nth 
of October, to the day of its evacuation, in a manner 
that beggars all description, to the 1 Oth instant, at 
night. The conduct of Captain Bowen in perform- 
ing this duty was above all praise ; his vigilance was 
unremitted in covering the various supplies of men, 
ammunition, provisions, &c. which we had need of 
during a siege of two months, and received, without 
loss, from his attention and zeal. He required but 
to be made acquainted with our wants, to admirnsr 
ter all in his power to our relief, and his conduct on 
this trying occasion has made such impression on my 
mind in his favour, as time cannot obliterate ; and I 
am persuaded that the whole garrison entertain the 
same sense of his services that I do. 

I trust that the wound which he has received in 

taking 
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taking off the last of the garrison in his own boat?, 
will not prove mortal, as thereby the King would 
lose a most gallant and truly deserving officer, 

I had no acqaintance with Captain Bo wen until 
the commencement of this siege, and, therefore, I 
trust that my thus taking the liberty of addressing 
you respecting him, can be ascribed to no other mo- 
tive than the true one, an anxious desire to pay that 
tribute of applause which is so justly due to merit 
such as his.

FOR the information of my Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, I enclose two copies of letters 
received from Lieutenant Watkins, of the Blanche, 
with minutes of Mr. Milne, her Second Lieutenant, 
who came to me express, giving an account of their 
taking the French frigate La Pique, of thirty-eight 
guns, and three hundred and sixty men, after an 
action of five hours, as brilliant and decided as ever 
happened 5 nor can too much praise and commenda- 
tion be given to all the officers and ship's company. 
Their Lordships wiH -see by the minutes, the judi- 
cious manner in which the Blanche laid the enemy 
on board, and twice lashed her bowsprit to the 
Blanche's capstern, and when the former s main and 
misen-masts fell, she payed off before the wind, and 
towed the enemy 5 when the stern ports, not being 
large enough, they blew the upper transom beam 
away to admit the guns to run out, and fired into 
ner bows for three hours. The marines, under Lieu- 
tenant Richardson, keeping -so well directed and 
constant a fire, that not a man could appear upon 

her 
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her forecastle until she struck, when' the- Second 
Lieutenant and ten men swam on board, and took 
possession- of her. 

Captain Faulknor was unfortunately kilted after 
two hours action, by which His Majesty has lost 
an officer as truly meritorious as the navy of England 
-ever had. » ' 

P. S. It appears by a recent accpunt there were 
many more than three hundred and sixty men on 
. board La Pique ; one hundred and seventy-four are 
brought here, one hundred and ten wounded, and 
landed at the Saints, seventy-six found dead on board 
when she was taken possession of. It is probable 
some were thrown overboard during the action, and 
it is known numbers fell with her three masts, and 
were drowned. • '

Proceedings on board His Majesty's Ship La Blanche. 

SUNDAY, January 4, 1795. At day-light saw a 
frigate at anchor outside of the Harbour of Point k 
Pitre. 

At seven a. m. she got under way, and kept work- 
ing under her topsails, backing her mizen-topsail at 
times to keep company with a schooner. We run 
towards her until nearly within gun-shot of the Fleur 
d'Epee, then tacked, hove to, and filled occasionally. 
Finding the French frigate not inclined to come out 
from the batteries, we made sail to board a schooner 
coming down along Grande Terre. At eleven a. h. 
fired a gun and brought her to. She proved an Ame- 
rican from Bourdeaux, and appearing suspicious, de- 
tained the Master, and took her in tow. At this time 
the battery at Grozier fired two guns at us, and the 
frigate fired several, and hoisted her colours *, none of 
the shot reached, finding her still not inclined to 
come out, we made sail towards Mariegalante under 
topsails and courses. 

Monday at four p. m. we tacked and hove to, took 
out the American's crew, and sent a petty officer and 
men into her. Saw the frigate still under Grande 
Terre. At six p. m. wore ship, and stood towards 
Dominique, with the schooner in tow. At half-past 
eight p. m. saw the frigate about two leagues astern. 
Cast off the schooner, tacked, and made all sail. At 
■a quarter-past twelve a. m. passed under her lee on 
the starboard tack, she on the larboard tack, and ex* 
changed broadsides. At half-past twelve a. m tacked, 
and came up with her fast. When within musket- 
shot; she wore with an intention to rake us ; we 
F2 wore 
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wore at the same time, and engaged her nearly aboard.. 
At one a. m. put our helm a starboard, and run across 
her stern, and lashed her bowsprit to our capstern j 
kept firing our quarter-deck and other guns that 
would bear into her, and musquetry, which she re- 
turned from her tops, and from her quarter-deck 
guns run in a midship fore and aft. At this time our 
main and mizen-masts fell overboard, and they at- 
tempted to board us, but were repulsed. At a quar- 
ter before two a. m. she dropped astern (at this time 
Captain Faulknor fell.) We got a hawser up, and 
made her well fast, with her bowsprit abreast of our 
starboard-quarter, the marines keeping a constant 
fire of musquetry into her. Finding the carpenters 
could not make the ports large enough, we blew out 
as much of the upper transom-beam as would admit 
the two aftermost guns on the main-deck to be run 
out, and fired into her bows. 

At two a. m. all her masts were shot away. In 
this situation we towed her before the wind, en- 
gaging till a quarter-past five, when they called out 
that they had struck. The Second Lieutenant and 
ten men then swam on board, and took possession of 
La Pique of 26 12 pounders.

under two or three frigates, got into Point a Pitre,

Inclosed is a copy of Captain Wilson's minutes, 
which is the best information we have, and by which 
their Lordships will see that one of the enemy's 
ships was taken, the Duras, said to be an old French 
InUiaman. 



Minutes of Proceedings on board His Majesty s Ship 
Bellona, George Wilson, Esq. Commander, Ja- 
nuary 5, 1795. 

ON Monday January 5, 1795, latitude 16 deg. 
30 min. Deseada bearing west, distance twelve 
leagues, at eight a. m. descried two sail standing 
towards us ; the weather being very hazy, I could 
only perceive one to be a frigate, which tacked and 
stood from us. We chased her with light winds and 
very hazy weather. About twelve o'clock I disco- 
vered ten sail to leeward, laying to. Upon making 
them plain, from their size, supposed them a French 
squadron. About one o'clock they bore up, we im- ; 
mediately chased, the weather being very squally and 
hazy. I supposed five of their ships frigates. At 
five o'clock made the alarm signal to attack the con- 
voy, the frigates dropped in their rear and formed j 
the sternmost I came up with, and began to fire, 
when she struck. I perceived four others hauled 
out, apparently with an intention to engage. At 
eight o'clock I sent an officer and boat on board the 
frigate to take possession, and found her to be Le 
.Duras, of twenty guns, four hundred troops, and 
seventy seamen. They reported her in a sinking 
state, during which time I lay to, expecting the other 
frigates to fetch me on the same tack, when Captain 
Carpenter hailed me to observe the same. At half- 
past eight I saw the frigates had bore up, upon which 

• I de- 
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1 desired Captain Carpenter would take charge of 
the prize and follow with all expedition. I imme- 
diately made sail, but the night was so dark and 
squally that I could not keep sight of them. At 
twelve o'clock I found myself so near Deseada, that 
I was obliged to haul off. It blowing very hard in 
the morning, 1 was to leeward of Deseada. As soon 
as I could put men on board the prize, I made sail 
for Antigua, but could not reach St. John's that 
night. In the course of the night the prize had driven 
to leeward. I ordered Captain Carpenter to carry 
her to St. Kitt's, and take her under charge until 
further orders. I made the best of my way to Mar- 
tinique, being in want of provisions and water. 

L'Eseulle, a seventy-four, cut down, mounting 
forty-six guns and five hundred men $ L'Astree, of 
thirty-six guns ; La Leveret, twenty guns ; La 
Prompte, twenty guns 5 Le Duras, twenty guns j 
and ten armed transports sailed from Brest on the 
17th of November last, with troops and warlike 
stores. The Duras has on board field-pieces, mor- 
tars, shot, shells, great quantities of small arms, and 
entrenching tools of all sorts ; numbers not ascer- 
tained.

A DISPATCH, dated Rheine, February 1 1, 1 19% 
of which the following is an Extract, has been 
received by His Royal Highness the Duke of York

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from. lieutenant-General Haroourt, and comimmi- 
cated by His Royal Highness to the Right Honour- 
able Henry Dundas, one of His Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State : 

I HAD die honour to inform your Royal Higher 
new, in a letter dated January 21, from Deventer, 
of the arrival of the troops in their cantonments be* 
hind the Yssel. The frost haying precluded all com- 
munication with England since that time, it has been 
out of my power to acquaint you of the movements 
which have since taken place, and it is only within 
these two or three days that the thaw again offers a 
prospect of its being open. 

In consequence of the arrangements made, in con- 
junction with and in pursuance of General Wallmo- 
den s orders, to place the army in cantonments 
behind the Ems, we marched on the 27th of January 
from Deventer and the rest of the cantonments on 
the Yssel, leaving Lieutenant-General Abercromby 
with the guards and Colonel Strutt's brigade, the 
advanced posts still remaining at Appledorn, Low, 
&c. to take the necessary steps for the removal of 
the sick, stores, and provisions, and for the destruc- 
tion of whatever of the latter could not be conveyed. 
Lieutenant-General Abercromby was to march the 
next day, and I am happy to say, that, by the exer- 
tions which were made, and principally by those of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Brownrigg, which on this, as 
well as on all other occasions, have been of the most 
essential service, the number of sick left at Deventer, 
Zwell and Zutphen, did not exceed six hundred, 
most of whose cases would not admit of removal ; 
Major M'Murdo,with a Captain, two subalterns, and 
the necessary medical attendants, was left in charge 
of them. The greatest part of the stores and provi- 
sions w$re removed or destroyed. The ammunition, 
which had been brought firom Amheim to Doesburg, 

has 
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lias. likewise, in great part/ been got off, and is now 
-at Bentheim. ' 

The first column arrived at and near Haken on 
the 27th, marched from thence to Delden ori the 
28th, and proceeded on the 29th to Oldensaal. On 
•the 30th they arrived at or near Bentheim. General 
Coate's brigade had marched some days sooner, and 
was then cantoned at Skuttorpe Rheine, and other 
places near and behind the Ems. 

General Abercromby^s corps arrived at Oldensaal 
on the 30th and 31st, and the advanced posts were 
withdrawn to this side of Deventer, and posted at 
Delden, Almela, and other Villages on that front. 
I am sorry to add that the troops on their march 
suffered considerably, not only from the badness of 
the roads and the inclemency of the weather, but 
likewise from the difficulty of procuring cover for 
the men.

A LETTER from Major-General Sir Adam 
Williamson, K. B., dated Jamaica, the 20th of 
December 1794, of which the following is an Ex- 
tract, has been received by the Right Honourable 
Henry Dundas, one of His Majesty's Principal Se- 
cretaries of State : 

I HAVE the honour to inclose the copy of a 
letter to Brigadier-General Horneck, from Captain 
Grant, of the 13th regiment, who commanded at 
Bizzeton, in St. Domingo, when attacked by three 
columns of the brigands, of at least two thousand 
men. The garrison consisted of not more than one 
hundred and twenty men. Captain Grant and his 
two Lieutenants, Lieutenant Clunes, of the royals, 
and Lieutenant Hamilton, 6f the 22d regiment, 
merit every attention that can be shewn them. They 

were 
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were aHtbree severely wounded early iuibQ attack ^ 
but tied up their wounds, and continued to defend 
the post. It has' been a very gallant defence, and 
does them great honour. 

Captain M'Kiver, of the brig Mary, has been of 
infinite service. I had stationed armed vessels off 
Bizzetonand Tiberoon, and they have contributed 
essentially to the preservation of these posts. 



Sib, Bizzeton, December 5, 1794. 

I HAVE the honour to inform you, that be- 
tween the hours of four and five this morning, im- 
mediately, as the moon set, the two posts at this 
place were attacked by three columns almost at the 
same moment, commencing by an attempt on the 
Redan, which was followed by others from the Old 
Mill-House, and on the. work constructed on the 
opposite hill. 

The enemy advanced perfectly silent, and in such 
secrecy that they were close under the works before 
they were discovered ; but having had the garrison 
under arms for some hours, as is customary, and the 
miHtia being in readiness on their posts, the enemy 
met with an instant check.

A DISPATCH, of which the following is a Copy, 
was this Evening received from Vice-Admiral 
Hotham, Commander of His Majesty's Ships and 
Vessels in the Mediterranean : 

Sir, Britannia, at Sea, March 16, 1795, 

YOU will be pleased to inform their Lordships, 
that on the 8th instant, being then in Leghorn Road, 
J received an express from Genoa that the French 
. fleet, consisting of fifteen sail of the line and three 
.frigates, were seen two days before off the Isle of 
. Marguerite, which intelligence corresponding with a 
signal made from the Mozelle, then in the Offing, 
. for afleet in the north-west quarter, I immediately 
caused the squadron to be unmoored, and at day- 
break the following morning we put to Sea with a 
strong breeze from the east-north-east. 

The Mozelle. previously returned to me, with the 
• " infor- 
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information, that the. fleet she had seen were steer- 
ing to the southward, and supposed to be the enemy ; 
•in consequence of which I shaped my course for 
Corsica, lest their destination should be against thai 
Island, and dispatched the Tarieton brig to St. Fio- 
renzo, with orders for the JBerwick to join, me with 
all possible expedition off Cape Corse ; but, in the 
-course of the night^she returned to me with the un- 
welcome intelligence of that ship having been cap- 
tured two days before by the enemy's fleet. 

To trespass*as little, as possible upon their Lord- 
ships' time, I shall not enter into a detail of our pro- 
ceedings until the two. squadrons got sight of each 
other, and the prospect opened of forcing the enemy 
\to action, .every movement which was ni*de being 
directed to that object, and that alone, f 

Although the trench snips were seen by our ad- 
vanced frigates daily, yet the two squadrons did not 
get sight of each other until the 12th, when that of 
the enemy was discovered to windward. 

Observing them on the morning following still in 
that direction, without any apparent intention of 
coming down, the signal was made for a general 
chace, in the course of which, the weather being 
squally, and blowing very fresh, we discovered one 
«f their line of battle ships to be without her top- 
masts, which afforded to Captain Freemantle, of the 
Inconstant frigate, (who was then far advanced on 
the cbace,) an opportunity of shewing a good proof 
of British enterprise, by his attacking, raking, and 
harassing her until the coming up of the Agamem- 
non, when he was most ably seconded by Captain 
Nelson, who did her so much damage as to disable 
her from putting herself again to rights; but they 
were at this time so far detached from our own fleet, 
that they were obHged to quit her, as other ships of 
the enemy were coining np to her assistance, by one 
of which she was soon afterwards taken in tow. 

Finding thdt our heavy .ships tKd i*ot gain on the 

enemy 
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4&eHfy during the chace, I made the signal for the 
squadron to form upon the larboard-line of bearing} 
ui Which order we continued for the night. 

At day-tight the next morning (the 14th) being: 
about six or seven leagues to the south-west of 
Genoa, we observed the enemy's disabled ship, with 
the one that had her in tow, to be so far to leeward, 
and separated from their own squadron, as to afford 
a probable chance of our cutting them off. The 
opportunity was not lost > all sail was made to effect 
that purpose, which reduced the enemy to the alter* 
native of abandoning those ships, or coming to battle* 

Although the latter did not appear to be their 
choice, they yet came down (on the contrary tack 
to which we were) with the view o£ supporting them* 
Imt the Captain and Bedford, whose signals were 
made to attack the enemy's disabled ship and her 
companion, were so far advanced, and so closely 
Supported by the other ships of our van, as to cut 
them off effectually from any assistance that could be 
given them; the conflict ended in the enemy's aban- 
doning them, and firing upon our line as they passed 
with a hghft air of wind. 

The two strips that fell proved to he the Ca»kt> 
(formerly the Coitronne) of eighty guns, and the: 
Censeur of seventy-four* 

Our van ships suffered so much by this attack,, 
particularly the Illustrious and Courageux (having 
each lost their main and mizen-masts) that it became 
im^ssil^for'anythfagrWther to be^fietJted. * 

I have, however* good reason tehepe^ from the 
•enemy* 'Steering tothe westward^ after hairing massed 
•our Beet, that, whatever anight have been their design, 
•heir intentions arts for the present frustrated. 

The French fleet were loaded with troops 5 the 
Ca-ira having thirteen hundred men on board, and 
the Censeur one thousand> of whom, by their ob- 
stinate defence, they lost, in killed ana wounded, 
between three and four hundred men.

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The efforts of our squadron to second my wishes'* 
for an immediate and effectual attack upon the enemy, - 
were so spirited and unanimous, that I feel peculiar 
satisfaction in offering to their Lordships my cordial 
commendation of all ranks collectively. It is difficult 
to specify particular desert, where emulation was 
common to all, and zeal for His Majesty's service - 
the general description of the fleet. 

It is, however, an act of justice to express the sense - 
I entertain of the services of Captain Holloway, of 
the Britannia. During a long friendship with that 
officer I have had repeated proofs of his personal find 
professional talents ; and on this recent demand for 
experience and information, his zeal afforded me the 
most beneficial and satisfactory assistance. 
• Herewith I transmit a list of the killed and 
wounded on board the different ships of the squa- 
dron, and have to lament the loss of Captain Little- 
John, of the Berwick, who, I understand from some 
of her men that were retaken in the Ca-ira, was un- 
fortunately killed the morning of the ship's being 1 
captured ; by which misfortune His Majesty has lost 
a most valuable and expeiienced officer, and I have 
only Ho add, that he has left a widow and four small 
children, *

Extract of a Letter from Rear- Admiral Colpoys to 
Mr. Nepean, dated on board His Majesty's Ship 
London, at Spithead, the 16th of April 1795. 

■ jLEASE to acquaint the Lords Commissioners 
JL of the Admiralty of my arrival here with His 
Majesty's ships under my command : 

That on the 29th of March, Le Jean Bart, a 
French^ corvette, of twenty guns and one hundred 
and twenty men, bound to Brest, was captured by 
His Majesty's ships Cerberus and Santa Margaretta $ . 
she had been charged with dispatches from the French 
Minister in America. 

That on the 30th of March the Robust recaptured 
the Caldicott Castle, of Chepstow, from Barcelona, 
bound to Guernsey $ she was taken on the 18th of 
March, off Cape St. Vincents, by six French ships of 
the line, two frigates, and a corvette. 
. That on the 10th instant we discovered and gave 
chace to three French frigates, which soon shaped 
different courses. I made the signal for the Hanni- 
bal and Robust to follow the two which pointed most 
to the westward. The Astrea,- Lord Henry Powlett, 
with his accustomed promptitude and attention, kept 
After the largest and seemingly best goer of the three, 
with which he closed about ten o'clock at night, and ' 

obliged 
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obliged her to surrender, after a well-fought action 
of fifty-eight minutes, which does great credit to his 
Lordship's good conduct, as well as the discipline of 
his officers and ship's company. The particulars I 
transmit in a copy of his Lordship's letter to me^ 
which accompanies this. 

P. S. The Robust joined me off the Isle of Wight, 
Captain Thornborough reports that La Gentille, of 
forty guns, was taken on Saturday last by the Han- 
nibal, but that La Fraternity escaped. 



Copy of a Letter from Lord Henry Powlett, Captain 
of His Majesty's Ship Astrea, to Rear-Admiral 
Colpoys, dated at Sea, the llth of April 1795, 
Lat. 49 deg. 30 min. N. Long. 10 deg. 46 min. W. 

Sib, 

IN obedience to your signal from the London 
yesterday morning, I gave chace to the north-west, 
and at ten o'clock at night came up with and en- 
gaged La Gloire, French National frigate, mounting 
26 twelve-pounders on the main-deck, ten six- 
pounders and four thirty-six-pounder carronades on 
the quarter-deck, and two six-pounders on the fore- 
castle 5 having on board two hundred and seventy - 
nve men. After a close action of fifty-eight minutes 
she struck. 

It is very satisfactory to me to be able to say, that 
I had no person killed, and only eight men wounded $ 
three of them, I am sorry to add, are in some danger. 
I am also very sorry to say that the slaughter on 
board the enemy has been very considerable ; the 
killed and wounded, from the best accounts I have 
been able to collect, amounting to forty. Among the 
latter is her Captain, Citizen Beens, who received a 
contusion on the head. He seems to be an able, 
humane, and intelligent officer. 

I have 
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. I tave sent Mr. Talbot, my First Lieutenant, on 
board La Gloire, which will I hope meet your appro- 
bation. I must not omit to mention the just sense I 
entertain of his services and good conduct upon this 
occasion ; and it gives me the greatest pleasure to 
add, that the conduct of the officers and ship's com- 
pany in general afforded me particular satisfaction. 

The two frigates, after which you dispatched His 
Majesty's ships Hannibal and Robust, are exactly of 
the same force with La Gloire. They had been 
three weeks out from Brest, and had made but one 
capture, a small Spanish brig.

Falmouth, April 24, 1795, to Evan Nepean, Esq. 

XTNTIL the 15 th instant nothing material oc- 
\J curred j when a sail having been discovered in 
the north-east, the Isle de Rhe bearing east-north- 
east five leagues, I made the signal for a general 
chace, and at half-past eight a. m. the Artois brought 
her to. She proved to be Le Jean Bart, ship cor- 
vette 
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vette of twenty-six guiis and one hundred and eighty- 
seven men. 

On the 1 6th, having seen several sail a-head, gave 
chace with the squadron, and at four p. m., Belleisle 
bearing north eight leagues distant, came up with 
the rear of a convoy. A corvette brig passing us to- 
leeward, exchanged a few shot, which carried away 
her studding-sails. Finding it impracticable to pur- 
sue her, she running close in shore, I stood after the 
rest, and at five p. m. brought-to a brig and a sloop, 
which, being in ballast, were set on fire. The Ga- 
latea also, after exchanging a few shot, brought-to a 
ship corvette a-head, which proved to be L'Expedi- 
tion, of sixteen guns and one hundred and twenty 
men, formerly a packet in our service. 

The Artois also captured two sloops laden with 
fish. The rest of the convoy, with a frigate, stand- 
ing in between the rocks for Hedie and Quiberon 
Bay, escaped. 



Extract of a Letter from the same, dated April 25. 

IN addition to the list of vessels taken and de- 
stroyed by the squadron under my command, Cap- 
tain Nagle, of the Artois, acquaints me, that on the 
evening we fell in with the last convoy off Belleisle, 
he chased a ship and brig upon the rocks near the 
Island of Hedie, and that they were lost thereon.

Extract of a Letter from Captain James Cotes, late 
of His Majesty's Ship Thames, dated Gisors, April 
9, 1795, to the Secretary of the Admiralty. 

THURSDAY., 24th October 1793, latitude 47 
deg. 2 min. north, longitude 7 deg. 22 min. 
west, standing upon a wind to the southward, the 
wind at west- south-west, at half-past nine o'clock 
a. m. saw a sail bearing south 5 .she hoisted a blue 
flag at the fore-topmast-head, as a signal to a brig 
(as I suppose) that accompanied her, and then bore 
away before the wind. It came on very thick ; upon 
its clearing up, at a quarter-past ten o'clock, we per- 
ceived she had hauled her wind, and made sail for us ; 
cleared ship ; at half-past ten o'clock she fired a gun 
to windward, and hoisted French National colours. 
We were soon close, passing on contrary tacks j she 
fired her bow-guns, and then a broadside, when she 
wore, and an action commenced, which continued 
until twenty minutes past two p. m. when the ship 
(which proved to be a French frigate) hauled off to 
the southward, making all the sail she could, but un- 
fortunately leaving us in a condition unable to fol- 
low her. All our masts and bowsprit were shot 
through in a number of places, all our stays entirely 
shot away, all tfce main rigging shot away, and was 
' : J 795. 7(J I hang- 
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hanging by the ratlines, (except two shouds on one 
side, and three on the other,) but, on examination, 
the eyes of these were shot away above the top. The 
main-topmast rigging was still more damaged, and 
the mast shot through in three places. The main- 
topsail-yard was shot away in the slings by a double- 
headed shot, and the yard-arms came down before 
the main-yard, the lilts, braces, &c. being all shot 
away ; the slings, both iron and rope, besides the 
geers of the main-yard, were - shot away ; the yard 
hung by the trusses, about a third mast down ; the 
main-sail was cut to pieces, particularly the leech- 
ropes. The fore-mast had received nearly the same 
damage as she main-mast, with this difference, that 
the slings of the fore-yard were not all cut away, so 
that the yard remained aloft 5 the fore-topmast 
rigging, except one shroud on one side, and two on 
the other, .was all shot away, with all the stays, 
back-stays, lifts, braces, tyes, haulyards, &c. the bow^ 
sprit shot through in several places, all the bob-stays 
and bowsprit shrouds were cut by shot andlangrage ; 
the jib-stay and haulyards were cut away the first 
broadside. The mizen-mast was so wounded, and 
the rigging so cut to pieces, that I was obliged to 
lower the gaft after the action, to prevent the masts 
going over the side j the fore part of the top was 
entirely shot away. I cannot pretend to enumerate 
the shot (hat was received in the bull 5 most part of 
the gangways were shot away, the main-deck before 
the main-mast was torn up from the waterway to the 
hatchways, the bits were shot away and unshipped, 
six shot between wind and water on the stai board, 
and three on the larboard side ; in shoit, when the 
enemy made sail, the ship was perfectly unmanage- 
able, two guns on the main-deck ana one on the 
quarter-deck were dismounted, almost all the tackles 
and breechings were carried away ; in this situation 
I was obliged to put before the wind* to prevent the 
masts going over the side, as it began to freshen from 

the 
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the west-south-west. WMfet we were thus empfeyld, 
three sail (large frigates) appeared, making aB the 
sail they could, under English colours ; it was- im~- 
posiblefor me to alter our position, not being able to 
haul upon a wind, all our after-sail being shot away, 
and the runners being carried forward, were crossed 
to serve both as stays and shrouds and the ships had 
separated to* prevent any such manoeuvre. Fearmgf 
they might be enemies, as I thought they were, I 
called the remaining officers together, and asked them 
that if they should prove enemies, whether it would 
answer any purpose engaging in the situation we 
were in ; they were all of opinion that to engage 
with such a superiority of force could answer no 
other end than the destruction of the remaining 
crew, and that we were cut off from all possibility 
of an escape; in this situation were we when the 
headmost passed us at a considerable distance (still 
under English colours) as if to reconnoitre our dis- 
abled state ; shortly after she wore, and came under 
our stern, and gave us a broadside. Perceiving it was 
his intention to engage us hi that manner, seeing us 
entirely deprived of the means of altering our course, 
I judged it necessary to bring to, and inform him, as 
the ship had already engaged, we were incapable of 
further resistance, and consequently had yielded to 
their superior force. He desired us to send our boat ; 
I told him it was impossible, as they were all unfit 
to be put in the water, and if they were^ we were 
unable to hoist them out ; he, in consequence, sent 
his on board of us, during which time the diepatfches, 
together with all papers and letters that were on 
board, were sunk. 

Thus, Sir, has fallen into the hands of the enemy 
His Majesty's ship Thames under my command ; but 
I trust a court martial will convince their Lordships 
and the country at large, that, although the misfor- 
tune has taken place, it was. not until every exertion 
was found to be of no further avail;

Extract of a Letter from Captain Sir Richard 
Strachan, of His Majesty's Ship Melampus, dated 
Grouville Bay, Jersey, May 11, 1/95, to Evan 
Nepean, Esq. Secretary of the Admiralty. 

I HAVE the honour to acquaint you, for their 
Lordships* infoimation, that Sir Sydney Smith, 
with the ships under his command, joined me on the 
8th instant at noon. About three o'clock in the 
morning of the 9 th, we discovered thirteen sail com- 
ing from the northward along shore. I made the 

signal 
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signal to weigh 3 the squadron weighed and gave 
chace, the wind being off the land, and the enemy's 
vessels running along shore to the southward. About 
six o'clock the Melainpus got near enough to fire 
upon the headmost vessels, but they all, except a 
cutter, which escaped round Cape Carteret, (our gun- 
boats not being arrived at the rendezvous) got close 
in shore, under a small battery protected by their 
armed vessels, a brig, and lugger.' I made the signal 
for the boats to assemble on tjoard this ship for the 
purpose of boarding them, and worked the Me- 
lampus in to cover the attack, soon followed by the 
other ships as they came up, firing upon the enemy's 
battery and gun-vessels in succession. The enemy- 
soon abandoned their vessels, and the boats of the 
squadron boarded and got them all off, except one 
small sloop, which was burnt, the tide having left her. 
About this time the battery ceased to fire. I beg 
to take this opportunity to acknowledge the assist- 
ance I have received from the zeal and activity of 
the Captains under my direction upon all occasions, 
and particularly upon the present ; and also to ob- 
serve, that the manner in which the Lieutenants of 
the different ships boarded and brought off the vessels 
of the enemy does them infinite honour as officers ; 
the first Lieutenant of the Melampus bearing a con- 
spicuous part j and the boats' crews and different 
ships' companies acted with their usual courage.

Copy of a Letter from the Honourable Vke-Admiral 
Comwallis, dated on board His Majesty s Ship 
Royal Sovereign, at Sea, the 11 th of June 1795, 
to Evan Nepean, Esq. Secretary of the Admiralty. 

Sir, 

1HEQUEST that you will be pleased to acquaint 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
that, on the 6th instant, a ship having been chased 
by the squadron, a signal was made to me from the 
Phaeton, that it was an enemy's frigate; but in the 
evening Captain Stopford made me a signal that he 
could not come up with the chase, upon which I 
called him in, and brought- to for the night, being 
then in latitude 47 deg. 28 min. longitude 5 dcgf 
57 min. In the morning of the 7th a sail was seen 
again to the eastward. I made the signal for the 
Phaeton, Pallas, and Kingsfisher to chase, and fol- 
lowed them with the line-of-battle ships. It was 
blowing fresh from the north. As we came in with 
4he land, several large ships were seen under sail, 
1795. . fc which 
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which proved to be a French squadron, consisting of 
three hne-of-battje ships, si* frigates, a brig, a sloop, 
and cutter. Sojne of them were at first standing off 
shore, but unfortunately the wind was fair for them 
to get into Belleisle Road, where I saw several 
large ships at anchor. tVe had got very near the 
enemy V ships, and I had hopes at first we should 
have got up with them before they would have 
reached their port ; and I made the signal for the 
ships to form for their mutual support, and engage 
the enemy as they came up.; The Phaeton fired 
several shot, which the line-of-battle ships returned 
from their sterns. I followed as far as I thought it 
prudent, and then hauled the wind. Soon after I saw 
three sail standing in. I made {he signal to chase. 
They were two French frigates, and a large Dufcb- 
built ship in tow of one of them. They stood round 
•the south end of Belleisle. The headmost ships got 
within gun-shot, and several were exchanged. * The 
Kingsflsher fired several broadsides at the frigates. 
They were obliged to cast oflF the ship in tow ; and 
rounding the point of the Island we came upon a con- 
voy, chiefly brigs. Eight of them were taken \ but 
the frigates running in shore among shoals, the 
Triumph and Phaeton, having made signals to me of 
danger, were obliged to give over the pursuit. 

JBy what I can learn, the convoy came from Bour- 
£leaux> laden with wine, and under the charge of 
the three line-of-battle ships and eight frigates. A 
brig corvette had anchored close in with the south 
*end of the Island in the evening, whilst the frigates 
were chased. At night I directed Captain Stopford, 
|n the Phaeton, to work in shore, and if he dH not 
jjerceive- any works to protect the corvette, to endea- 
vour to bring her out. He attempted it in the morn- 
ing, b»t ihey opened a battery upon the ship, which 
Jae had not seen ; and the brig having been hauled 
very close in shore during the nigh^, Captain Stop- 
lord very properly thought it was not an object of

consequence enough to balance the loss the ship was 
likely to sustain, and therefore, returned, having haSl 
one man killed, seven wounded, and two of his guni 
dismounted. I find the vessels have naval stores as 
well as wine. The ship has cannon, and I under- 
stand is laden with naval and ordnance stores. 

Two American vessels, laden with provisions of 
different kinds, have been detained by the squadron ; 
I send them in by the Kings fisher. I have ordered 
Captain Gosselin to join me again immediately.

in safety ; all the rest of the convoy parted company 
with me on the 19th in a severe gale of wind.

Extract of a Letter from Vice-Admiral CornwalUs 
to Evan Nepean, Esq* Secretary to the Admiralty . 

Royal Sovereign, at Sea, June 19, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour of acquainting you, for th6 
information of the Lords Commissioners of the Ad- 
miralty, that on the 1 6th in the morning, standing 
in with the land, near the Penmarks,I sent the ftiae- 
ton a-head to look out for any of the enemy's ships 
K 2 ujtoh 
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upon the Coast. I stood after her with the rest of 
the ships.* At ten she made a signal for seeing a 
fleet a-head, and afterwards that they were of supe* 
rior force. Upon her bringing-to, I made the signal 
to haul to the wind upon the starboard-tack. At 
this time I could not see the hulls of the strange 
sails. Thirty were counted, and some of them had 
all their sail out upon a wind, being directly to lee- 
ward of us. I stood upon the starboard-tack with all 
our sail, keeping the ships collected. Upon enquir- 
ing by signal the enemy's force, Captain Stopford 
answered, thirteen line of battle ships, fourteen 
frigates, two brigs, and a cutter y in all thirty sail. 
Near half of them tacked in shore in the afternoon ^ 
the wind fell very much, and came round to the 
northward, off the land, and of course brought those 
ships of the enemy (which had tacked) to windward, 
and the others laid up for us. They were seen in 
the morning before it was day-light upon both quar- 
ters of the squadron. 

At nine in the morning one of the front line-of- 
battie ships began to fire upon the Mars. Their 
frigates were ranged up abreast of us to windward> 
except one, which kept to leeward, and ran up upon 
the larboard-quarter of the Mars, then yawed and 
fired, which was frequently repeated. This was the 
only frigate that attempted any thing. The line-of- 
battle ships came up in succession, and a teazing fire, 
with intervals, was kept up during the whole day. 
In the evening they made a shew of a more serious- 
attack upon the Mars, (which had gotten a little to 
leeward,) and obliged me to bear up for her support. 
This was their last effort, if any thing tiiey did can 
deserve that appellation. Several shot were fired, for 
two hours after, but they appeared to be drawing oft 
and before sun-set their whole fleet had tacked, and 
were standing from us. The Mars and Triumph,

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being die stenraibst ships; were of course more ex- 
posed to the enemy's fire $ and I cannot too much 
commend the spirited conduct of Sir Charles Cotton 
and Sir Erasmus Gower, the Captains of those ships* 
Lord Charles Fitzgerald also in the Brunswick, kept 
up a very good fire from the after-guns, hut that 
ship was the whole time obliged to carry every sail. 
The Bellerophon, being nearly under the same cir- 
cumstances, I was glad to keep in some measure as 
a reserve, having reason at first to suppose there 
would be full occasion for the utmost exertion of us 
all, and being rather a-head of me was not able to 
fire much. 1 considered that ship as a treasure in 
store, having heard of her former achievements, and 
observing the spirit manifested by all on board when 
she passed me, joined to the activity and zeal shewed 
by Lord Cranstoun during the whole cruize. X am 
also much indebted to Captain Whitby for his activity 
and unremitted diligence on board the Royal So- 
vereign. The frigates- shewed the greatest attention 
and alertness. I kept the Pallas near me to repeat 
signals, which Captain Curzon performed very much 
to my satisfaction. Indeed, I shall ever reel the- 
impression which the good conduct of the captains, 
officers, seamen, marines, and soldiers in the squa- 
dron has made on my mind ; and it was the greatest 
pleasure I ever received to see the spirit manifested 
by the men, who, instead of being cast down at see- 
ing thirty sail of. the enemy's ships attacking our 
little squadron, were in the highest spirits imaginable. 
I do not mean the Royal Sovereign alone, the same 
spirit was shewn ha all the ships as they came near 
me $ and although (circumstanced as we were) we 
iiad no great reason to complain of the conduct of 
•the enemy, yet our men could not help repeatedly 
expressing their contempt of them. Could common 
prudence have allowed me to let loose their valour, 
I hardly know what might not have been accom- 
plished by such men. 

Little 
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• * Little damage has been received by the ships' if* 
general, except the sterns having been very muck 
Shotfk by firing the guns. The Mars reports twelve 
men wounded, but none killed ; the main-mast, fore 
and fore- top-sail yard wounded, and her rigging and 
sails cut a good deal. The Triumph has shifted and 
repaired some of her sails, but any damage she has 
received is so trifling, at least in her Captain's eye, 
that Sir Erasmus Gower has not thought it worth 
reporting ; indeed, the cool and firm conduct of that 
fchip was such that it appeared to me the enemy's 
Ships dared not to come near her. 

it has blown hard from the north-east since I 
parted from the French fleet. 

I take the first opportunity of sending this by the 
Phaeton, lest, upon hearing that the French fleet are 
at-sea, their Lordships may be under apprehensions 
for die safety of these ships. 



Copy of a Letter from the Honourable Captain Coch- 
rane, of His Majesty's Ship Thetis, to Evan Nepean, 
Esq. Secretary of the Admiralty, dated Halifax 
Harbour, May 28, 1795. 

On board tlis Majesty s Ship Thetis, 
Sir, Halifax Harbour, May 28, 1 795. 

BE pleased to acquaint the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, that in consequence of orders from 
Rear-Admiral Murray to cruize off the Chesapeake 
to intercept the three French store ships then lying 
in Hampton Roads, and ready for sea, I proceeded, 
on the 2d instant, with His Majesty's ship Hussar, 
and on the 1 7th instant, at day-break, Cape Henry 
bearing east by south distant twenty leagues, we dis- 
covered five sail of ships standing to the north-west, 
with their larboard-tacks on board* We soon per- 
ceived 
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Reived that they were ships of force; two of diem 
appeared to carry from twenty-eight to thirty gnus 
on their main-decks, one of which had lower deck* 
ports ; the three others from twenty to twenty-four 
guns. 

On observing us standing towards them, they 
formed a line of battle a-head, and waited to receive 
us. At nine a. k . I made the Hussar's signal to 
prepare to engage the second ship of the enemy's 
van, intending, in the Thetis, to attack the centre 
ship, which appeared the largest, with the two others 
that formed their rear. 

At half-past ten the five French ships hoisted 
their colours, the second ship from the van carrying 
a broad pendant. By this time we had got within 
half-musket shot, when the firing commenced on the 
•side of the enemy, which was soon afterwards re- 
turned by His Majesty's ships. 

Before eleven we had closed with the enemy, and 
the Hussar had compelled the Commodore and his 
second a-head to quit the line, and make sail to the 
«ast-south-east. 

The fire of both ships then fell on the centre ship 
and those in the rear. At a quarter before twelve 
the three ships struck their colours ; the two in the 
rear attempted notwithstanding to make off, one of 
'which was soon brought-to by the Hussar. Within 
an hour after the largest ship struck, her main and 
* fore-masts went over her side. On taking possession 
we found her to be La Prevoyante pierced for twenty- 
six guns on the main-deck, and four other ports, 
'which can be cut out at pleasure, and ten ports be- 
low. She had only twenty-four mounted, part o£ 
-which they shifted over during the action. The ship 
that the Hussar had taken possession of is called La 
Raison, carrying eighteen guns, but pierced for 
-twenty-four, which, with the other three, had escaped 
tfrom Guadakrape on the 25th ult, and were bound 
*p one of the American Porta to take in * cargo of

provisions and naval stores for France.- I am sorjy. 
to say that we had eight of our best men killed, and 
nine others wounded, some of them badly; the 
Hussar has been more fortunate, having only twp 
wounded. 

from the fire of the three rear ships being prin- 
cipally directed at the Thetis, our rigging and sails 
were almost cut to pieces, our lower masts andyarcU 
shot through, which, with the other damages we re- 
received, prevented me from pursuing the enemy, and 
4o take possession of those that ^ad struck. The 
damages sustained by the Hussar appeared to me in 
proportion to ours ; these considerations^ joined to 
the information I had received, which I h4re enclose* 
made it absolutely necessary that I should not risk 
the separation of the two ships, which must have 
•been the case, had either of us followed the enemy. 

I cannot say too mubh in praise of Captain Beres- 
ford, for his conduct in leading into action, and while 
•engaged* He speaks in the highest terms of the 
'behaviour of his officers and ship's company. 

It is a duty I owe to those under my immediate 
command to say, that one soul seemed to animate 
the whole, despising the apparent superiority of the 
enemy before we closed to feci their pulse. 

Allow me, in a particular manner, to point out 
the merits of Mr. Larmour, my First lieutenant, to 
whom I am much indebted for the assistance he 
afforded me during the action. His behaviour on 
this, as well as every other occasion, justly entitles 
. him to every praise in my power to bestow, and I 
hope may be found deserving of their Lordships* pro«- 
tection. Lieutenant Ravot, who was stationed on 
the main-deck, conducted the fire of the guns under 
his command much to my satisfaction. 

To Mr. Mackie, the Master, I shall ever feel 
•obliged for the assistance he gave me during the ae* 
tion. The carronades on the quarter-deck were very 
^bly served by. lieutenant Cxebbir^ and the marines 

under 
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under his command. La Prevoyante i» a veryime 
ship, about one hundred and forty-three feet Ion*;, 
out not so broad as the Thesis ; she can carry with 
ease forty guns ; is only two years old. 

La Raison is also a very fine ship, and is coppered ) 
and I trust they will both answer for His Majesty's 
service. Being employed in taking on board the 
prisoners, and repairing our damages during the 
night, it was my intention to proceed at day-light 
after the enemy, in company with the Hussar, leaving 
the prizes under the charge of Lieutenant Saville, of 
tile Prince Edward Cutter, who joined soon after the 
action, and used every endeavour to arrive up while 
engaged ; but a fresh breeze of wind, springing up 
early in the morning, enabled them to get out of 
sight before day-break. 

I therefore proceeded with the Hussar and the 
prizes to this Port, in order to obtain the necessary 
repairs.

Sir, Martinicoj April 16, 1/95. 

THE enemy having gained to their cause many 
of the. French inhabitants and negroes in Grenada* 
a«d concerted measures for. raising an insurrection in 
that Colony, which, from the perfidy of the inhabit- 
1796, L * ants 
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ants alluded to, they were invited to attempt, they 
conveyed to that Island, early in last month, a quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition, with a small number of 
troops, which, secretly joining themselves to the con-? 
spirators, appeared suddenly in arms. 

Lieutenant-Governor Home, and many other gen- 
tlemen in the country, were surprised and made 
prisoners. His Majesty's troops being employed on 
many points, this dangerous revolt could not be im- 
mediately suppressed, though, from the exertions of 
Captain Rogers, of His Majesty's ship the Quebec, 
and of the garrison there, joined to the militia, they 
were kept in check. 

The unfortunate death of Brigadier-General Lind- 
say, (whom I sent to command there,) a few days 
after his arrival, retarded the operations against them. 
Upon the arrival of the reinforcement, wider the 
convoy of Rear-Admiral Parker, at Barbadoes, two 
battalions, with a detachment of royal artillery, were 
ordered to Grenada. Several skirmishes happened 
since their landing, in one of which, on the 10th 
instant, it is with concern I have learnt that Captain 
Stopford, of the 9th regiment, Captain Hewan, of 
the 25th, and Ensign Baillie, of the 29th, were 
killed, and about twenty men killed, and sixty 
wounded, owing entirely to their attempting the side 
of a steep mountain, defended with abbatis. 

Brigadier-General Nicolls, whom I have sent to 
command there, will, I am satisfied, make every ex- 
ertion to subdue this enemy $ and I trust soon to 
receive good accounts from him. 

I am sorry to add, that the enemy has committed 
many acts of barbarity. 

In St. Vincent the Charibbs, instigated, by the 
French, and joined by most of the French inhabitants, 
seized a favourable time, most treacherously, to at- 
tack the English inhabitants of that Colony. The 
acts- of cruelty which they have committed upon de- 
fenceless men, women, and. children, are beyond 

descrip- 
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description, and burning every plantation in their 
power. 

Fortunately, by General Seton s exertion, and that 
of the navy under Captain Skinner, of the Zebra, 
with the spirited behaviour of the garrison and in- 
habitants, they were beaten fioin a post they occu- 
pied over Kingston, with the loss of their Chief. 
And the arrival of the 46th regiment has enabled the 4 
Governor again to attack them, which he did on the 
10th instant, and succeeded in driving them from 
their positions, with considerable loss on their side, 
and but small upon ours. 

The Colony, from their devastations, is reduced to 
a very distressed' situation.

Extract of a Letter from General Sir John Vaughan, 
K. B. to the Right Honourable Henry Dundas, one 
of His Majesty s Principal Secretaries of State, 
dated Martinique, April 25, 1795. 

I HAVE just received an account from St. Lucia, 
that Brigadier-General Stewart, after taking posses- 
sion of Vieux Fort and neighbourhood, had pro- 
deeded to attack the enemy's principal place of 
strength at Souffriere. He was attacked by the enemy 
upon his march on the 20th instant, who had formed 
an ambuscade. The flank companies of the 9th 
regiment, and the black corps under Captain Mtil^- 
colm, were the troops engaged. The enemy, after V 
sfevere conflict, were driven back. Captain Malcolm/ 
and Captain Nesbitt, of the 9th, were wounded, after 
behaving in the most gallant manner. The troops r 
continued their march upon Souflriere, nferar to which; 
upon the mduhtainous ground/our attack' was made/ 
L2 on 
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on the 22d instant, by Brigadier-General Stciwart $ 
and, notwithstanding there appears to have been the 
greatest exertions made by His Majesty's forces, they 
were unsuccessful in their object. Both sides ap- 
pear to have suffered considerably ; but, as I have 
not yet received any account from Brigadier-General 
Stewart, ! cannot be accurate. I have, however, 
reason to believe that our killed and wounded ex- 
ceed two hundred with several officers.

reason to believe that a much greater number, if not 
all the liue-of-battle ships, would have been taken or 
destroyed. 

In detailing the particulars of this service I am to 
state, that, at the dawn of day on the 22d instant, 
the Nymphe and Astraa, being the look-out frigates 
a-head, made the signal for the enemy's fleet. I 
soon perceived that there was no intention to meet 
me in battle ; consequently I made the signal for 
four of the best sailing ships, the Sans Pareil, Orion, 
Russfel, and Colossus, and soon afterwards for the 
whole fleet, to chase, which continued all that day 
and during the night, with very little wind. 

Early in the morning on the 23d instant, the 
headmost ships, the Irresistible, Orion, Queen Char- 
lotte, Russel, Colossus, and Sans Pareil, were pretty 
well up with the enemy, and a little before six 
-o'clock the action began, and continued till near nine 
o'clock. When the ships struck, the British squa- 
dron was near to some batteries, and in the face of 
a strong naval port, which will manifest to the public 
the zeal, intrepidity, and skill of the Admirals, Cap- 
tains, and all other Officers, seamen and soldiers em- 
ployed upon this service $ and they are fully entitled 
to my warmest acknowledgments. 

I beg also to be allowed to mark my approbation, 
in a particular manner, of Captain Domett's conduct, 
serving under my flag, for his manly spirit, and for 
the assistance I received from his active and atten- 
tive mind. I feel likewise great satisfaction in doing 
justice to the meritorious conduct of all the officers 
df every* class, as' well as* to the' bravery of the seaman 
and soldiers in the Royal George, upon this event, 
and upon former occasions. 

I judged it necessary, upon the information I tod 
received of the force of the- enemy, to put theJRdhuftt, 
Thotttterer^nd -Standard 'into myline of battle 3 bat 
their distance from 4fae~ ^^s^uaa^on^aiid 'under the rir- 

cum- 
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rumstance of little wind, they could hot join me till 
after the action was over. 

I shall proceed upon my station as soon as I have 
ordered a distribution of the prisoners, and made other 
necessary arrangements for the squadron. It is my 
intention to ke p at sea, in order to fulfil every part 
of my instructions 

I have judged it necessary to send Captain Domett 
with my dispatches, who will give their Lord ships 
such farther particulars as shall have occurred to him 
on the victory we have gained. 

You will herewith receive a Hist of the killed and 
wounded, with the ships they belonged to, and the 
Commanders' names. 

N. B. I am happy to find, by the report made 
to me, that Captain urindall's wounds are not dan- 
gerous. 

Note. Captain Ddmeft reports that the re- 
mainder of the enemy's* fleet made their escape 
into I/Orient.

Ocean Transport, St. Pierre, Martinique, 
Sir, April \7, 1795. 

IN my letter of the 15 th of March I informed you 
of the insurrection at Grenada, and that orders were 
sent to Barbadoes to make detachments from thence, 
immediately ou the arrival of the convoy, which 
took place accordingly ; and I am now extremely 
concerned to acquaint you, for the information of my 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, of our failure 
in our attempt, on the 8th instant, to dislodge the 
enemy from an eminence on which they had taken 
post ; for the particulars of which I beg to refer you 
to the inclosed copies of letters from Captains Ro- 
gers and Watkins; and for the situation of the 
Colony, to the former's subsequent letter by Colonel 
Webster. 

Captain Sawyer has taken a sloop under St. Lucia, 
with arms, ammunition, and provisions from Guada- 
loupe ; and Captain Watkins acquaints me he has 
captured a privateer and a schooner with arms and 
ammunition, under Spanish colours.

Quebec, 
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Sir, Quebec, Grenada, April 9, 1795. 

I WAS in great hopes, every day ever since the 
arrival of the two regiments under Colonel Campbell, 
to have announced to you the total subjugation of the 
French and rebels in this Island ; but such vast quan- 
tities of rain has constantly been falling until yester- 
day morning as to preclude the possibility of, carrying 
on any military operations in the mountainous part 
of this Island. It having been judged absolutely 
necessary to assault the enemy's camp the first 
favourable moment; and willing to give every as- 
sistance in my power from the navy, to insure, if 
possible, success, Captain Watkins, of the Resource, 
became a willing volunteer on the occasion. A corps 
of one hundred and fifty men Was selected by him 
from the Resource, and volunteers from the trans- 
ports, with whom Captain Browell served as a volun- 
teer. Inclosed I send you Captain Watkins's letter, 
to which I beg leave to refer you for the particulars 
of our misfortune. I have not yet seen a return 
from the army, though I understand the loss amounts 
to, in killed and wounded, one hundred. Every 
tongue is loud in praise of the gallant conduct of 
Captain Watkins in this unfortunate affair ; and I 
want words to express a just sense of my obligar 
tions to him for the great zeal and exertion he has 
so eminently displayed ever since his arrival here. 
Gaptain Browelf s behaviour has been highly merito-^ 
rious, and the service is much indebted to his exer- 
tions and example. I beg leave to assure you no 
relaxation of exertions with the navy will take place,

John Vaughan, K. B. Commander in Chief of His 
Majesty's Forces in the Leeward Islands, dated Mar- 
tmico, May 11,1 795, of which the following is an 
Extract, has been received by the Right Honourable 
Henry Dundas, one of His Majesty's Principal Secre- 
taries of State : 

I HAVE the honour to enclose to you an extract 
of a letter which I have this morning received from 
Governor Seton. It will give you full information 
as to the present state of affairs in that Island. • 

I also enclose Brigadier-General Stewart's return 
of the killed and wounded in the late actions at St. 
Lucia, which was not received when my last dis- 
patches were closed.

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Extract of a Letter from Governor Seton to Sir John 
Vaughan, dated St. Vincent, May 8, 1795. 

THE enemy having appeared yesterday on the 
height above Caltiaqua, to the number of seven or 
eight hundred, I requested Captain Carpenter, with 
His Majesty's ship Alarm, to move round to Calliaqua 
Bay, which he immediately complied with. They 
had sent two insulting messages to Captain Moles- 
worth, who commanded the party there, requiring 
him to surrender at discretion. Being informed that 
they had, within these few days, been considerably 
reinforced from Guadaloupe, and suspecting, from 
their number and apparent confidence, that some at- 
tempt would be made against the Town of Kingston, 
I sent a party, under Captain Hall, of the 46th re- 
giment, consisting of one subaltern and thirty-three 
rank and file of that regiment, forty militia, and forty 
of the corps of rangers, with five of the royal artillery, 
and a fourteen-pound field-piece, to take possession 
of Dorsetshire Hill yesterday forenoon. About one 
o'clock this morning they were attacked by a body of 
about three hundred French and Charibs. Our party 
made a vigorous resistance, but, owing to the enemy's 
great superiority in numbers, they were obliged to 
retreat to the rost on Sion Hill, leaving the field- 
piece spiked. Knowing that the Town must be 
inevitably destroyed by the enemy if they kept pos- 
session of that hill, I thought it necessary to use 
every exertion to dislodge them, and concluding that 
no time was to be lost in attempting it, I immediately 
detached sixty rank and file of the 46th regiment, 
under the command of Captain Forster, one hundred 
of the corps of rangers, and forty militia, the whole 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Seton 5 of 
the rangers, to attack the enemy at day-break. They 
had, with great dexterity, found means to clear the 
field-piece of the spike during the short time they had 
it in their possession, and had been joined by up- 
wards 
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wards of one hundred French and Charibs imme- 
diately after Captain Hall's party retreated. Our 
troop* attacked them with great spirit at the time ap- 
pointed > and though they were unexpectedly an- 
noyed by several discharges of grape-shot from thtf 
field-piece, and, notwithstanding the enemy were in 
such force, in less than half an hour they retook die 
field-piece, and got complete possession of the hiD, 
the enemy flying on all sides. In the two attacks 
there were thcee privates of the royal artillery 
wounded, three rank and file of the 46th regiment 
and nine rank and file wounded ; Captain Forster and 
Ensign Lee slightly wounded ; three privates of the 
militia killed $ Captain Ross and twelve rank and 
file wounded. Of the enemy, twenty-three French- 
men and nineteen Charibs were found dead on the 
hill, and two Frenchmen and two Charibs taken 
prisoners ; but it is believed their loss in all was 
twice that number, as many of them were seen at 
some distance carrying off in hammocks after the 
attack.

A DISPATCH, of which the following is a 
Copy, has been received at this Office from 
Sir W, Sidney Smith : 

Diamond, at Anchor off Hie Islands of 
Sir, St Marcou, July 5, 1795. 

IN pursuance of the orders of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty, I sailed from St. Helens on 
the evening of the 1st instant, and stretched across 
the Channel towards Cherbourg, His Majesty's ships 
Syren and Sibylle, also four gun-boats in company. 
Chi looking into that Port we found that one of the 
three frigates which had been seen there the last time 
we were off, was missing. The Master of a neutral 
vessel, just come out, informed me she had sailed to 
the eastward, and I accordingly proceeded in quest of 
her. Going round Cape Barfleur,we saw two ships, 
one of them having the appearance of the frigate in 
question, at anchor under the sand, and immediately 
made sail towards them ; we soon after saw a convoy 
coming along shore, within the Islands of St. Mar- 
cou. The wind dying away, and the ebb tide making 
against me, I was obliged to anchor, and had the 
mortification to see the enemy's vessels drift with 
the tide under the Batteries of La Hogue,, without 
being able to approach them. 

At 
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At four o'clock in the morning of yesterday, the 
freeze springing up with the first of the flood, I made 
the signal to the squadron, weighed, and worked up 
towards the enemy's ships, which we observed warp- 
ing closer in shore under the battery on La Hogue 
Point. As we approached I made the signal for each 
ship to engage as she came up with the enemy, and 
at nine o'clock began the action in the Diamond. 
The other frigates having been sent in chase in dif- 
ferent quarters the day before, had not been able to 
anchor so near in as we did, and were consequently 
to leeward, as were two of the gun-boats. The 
Fearless and Attack were with me, and their Com- 
manders conducted them in a manner to merit my 
approbation, by drawing off the attention of the 
enemy's gun-boats, of which they had two also. 
The small vessels of the convoy ran into the pier 
-before the Town. The largest, a corvette, continued 
'warping into shoal water j we followed, engaging 
her and the batteries for three quarters of an hour ; 
when finding that the enemy's ship had attained a 
situation where it was impossible to get fairly along- 
side of her without grounding likewise, and the pilots 
being positive as to the necessity of hauling off from 
the shore, where the water had already begun to 
ebb, I acquiesced under their representations, and 

- wore ship. The Syren and Sibylle were come up by 
this time, and the zeal and ability of their Commanders 
would, I am pursuaded, have carried them into ac- 
tion with some effect, if I had not annulled the signal 
to engage, which I did to prevent them getting dis- 
abled, as we were, when we had no longer a pros- 
pect of making ourselves masters of the enemy's 
•ship. She had suffered in proportion, and we now 
see her laying on her broadside, with her yards and 
top-masts struck; but, I am sorry to say, so much 
sheltered by the reef which runs off from La Hogue 
.Point, that I .cannot indulge a hope of her being de- 
stroyed. In justice to my officers and ship's com-

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jany, I must "add, that their conduct was such as 
gave me satisfaction. I received the most able as- 
sistance from the First Lieutenant, Mr. Pine, and Mr. 
Wiikie, the Master, in working the ship, on the*pre- 
cision of which every thing depended, circumstanced . 
as we were with respect to the shoals and the enemy. 
llieguns of the mam-deck were weil served, under 
the direction of Lieutenants Pearson and Sahdsbury, 
and the' men were cool and collected. No ©nicer 
Was hurt, hut I am sorry to say I hate lost one of 
the best Quarter-Masters tn the ship, Thomas Guflen, 
killed, and two seamen wounded. The enemy fired 
high, or We should have suffered more materially 
frbm their fed-hot shot, the marks of which were 
visible in the rigging. We have shifted our fore and 
Iriain top-masts, which, With two top^sail-yards, were 
shot through, and having repaired our other more 
trifling damages, 1 shall proceed in ifce attainment of 
the objects of the cruifce. Fishing-boats, with which 
we have" had an intercourse, confirm all former ac- 
counts of distress for want of provisions, and the 
consequent discontent in this distracted country.

No. 2. is 
a copy of Captain Balls letter to me, mentioning the

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circumstances of her capture. As I found the Espe- 
ranee completely fitted and in good repair, and being 
much in want of a vessel of the kind, on the 31st of 
January I sent her and the Lynx to cruize. These 
vessels'took a privateer from Charlefftown, named La 
Cocarde Nationale, mounting fourteen guns and six 
swivels, and carrying eighty men. They also retook 
the ship Norfolk, of Belfast, and brig George, of 
Workington. The former they sent to Providence, 
and the latter to Halifax. 

The squadron retook ah American ship called the 
Ceres, laden with Dutch property, from Amsterdam 
to Surinam, which had been captured near the port 
of her destination by a French privateer from Balti- 
more, and sent her to Halifax*

IT is with infinite concern I acquaint you, that 
Brigadier-General Stewart was under the necessity 
of evacuating the Island of St. Lucia on the 1 9th 
instant. 

The natural strength of Morae Fortune had en-, 
couraged me to* hope that I should be able to main- 
Cain that post until the arrival oi a reinforcement y 
but by the capture of Pigeon Island, when least ex* 
pected, and the subsequent loss of the Vigie on. the 
17th instant, on which alone depended our uninter- 
rupted communication with the.Carenage, this evacua- 
tion was judged absolutely unavoidable. It accord- 
ingly took place on the evening of the 18th, and w*s 
happily effected undiscovered by the enemy. 

We are indebted to the great assiduity and uncom- 
mon exertions of Captain Barrett, of His Majesty's 
ship Experiment,, that the garrison was brought off 
with the loss of only a few sick, who were unavoid- 
ably left behind* 

IHAVE 
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I HAVE the honour to forward you by this op- 
portunity some letters and papers* which will give 
you a full account of the success that has so happily 
attended His Majesty's arms in the Island of Domi- 
nique. 

The whole body of the enemy, amounting to four 
hundred, having consented to become prisoners of 
war, has relieved us frqm the anxiety we were under 
for the fate of that Island. 



Extract of a Letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Edward 
Madden to General the Honourable Sir John 
Vaughan, dated Prince Rupert's, June 22, I?9#. 

I HAVE the pleasure to inform your Excellency, 
that Captain Bathe having made a most judicious 
disposition of his detachment, so as nearly to surround 
the enemy in both their encampments, on the 1 7tb 
instant the first encampment sent in a flag, request- 
ing liberty to lay down their arms, which Captain 
Bathe assented to. The conditions have not been as 
yet reported to me. Captain Bathe on the 19th im 
stant sent a flag to the second encampment, offering 
the same terms that had been granted to the first, 
which they immediately submitted to. I have now 
twenty-five officers prisoners here, two they call 
Generals, and two hundred and forty-nine rank and 
file. I am informed that Captain Bathe, who is still 
in camp, has seventy-nine more with him. There 
are a number of them dispersed in two's and three's 
in the woods, that the English negroes are in pursuit 
of, and are hourly bringing some in. I am sending 
out small parties of militia (who have behaved un- 
commonly well) to the different parishes, in order to 
root them out entirely, and hope very soon to have 
to report to your Excellency that there is not a 
brigand In the Island.

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Extract of a Letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Madden 
to General the Honourable Sir John Vaughan, 
dated Prince Rupert'* June 27, 1795. 

I HAVE the pleasure to inform your Excetteitcy* 
that the invasion of, and the rebellion in this Island 
is now entirely settled, every Frenchman that landed 
being tidier killed or prisoner, and the inhabitants of 
the rebellious parishes sent prisoners to Roseau, there 
to be disposed of by the Governor. 

The enemy made a third and a fourth expedition 
ngatnst this part of the Island, but perceiving that we 
were prepared to give them a proper reception, they 
returned to Marie Galante, firing a gun, and shewing 
National colours. 



Horse- Guards, August 1, 1795. 

BY dispatches received from General the Honour- 
able Sir John Vaughan, dated Martinico, the 28th of 
June, it Appears that in the Island of Grenada the 
white French people, who had joined the brigands,. 
were daily surrendering themselves at the British 
out-posts ; that in the windward part of the Island 
most of the negroes had returned to their estates, and 
on some were making sugar ; that a party of the 
brigands, consisting of picked men, with their Chief, 
Fedon, at their head, had been routed with consi- 
derable slaughter by -a detachment of His Majesty « 
troops under the command of Lieutenant Hhwber, 
of the 68th regiment. In this action Lieutenant 
Darling, of the 9th regiment, and four privates, were 
slightly wounded. 

Cy a letter from lieotenant-Coionel Leighton to 
Oeaeral Sir John Vaughan, dated St. Vincent's, Ac

It is further stated, that very few of the French, 
who had taken part with the Charibs* were left 
throughout the Island; and that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Leighton, after this success, had advanced into the 
Charib country, and taken post on Mount Young. 



Admiralty-Office, August 1, 1795. 
DISPATCHES have been received from Sir J. B. 
Warren, Bart. K. B. dated La Pomone, at Sea, July 
24, 1795, stating that the Peninsula of Quiberoon, 
with Fort Penthievre, which had been taken posses* 
sion of by the French regiments in the pay of Great 
Britain on the 3d of that month, was surprised by 
the enemy on the night of the 21st. It appears that, 
owing to the desertion and treacherous behaviour of 
some private soldiers belonging to some of the regi- 
ments above mentioned, the enemy were enabled to 
get possession of the Fort before any effectual dispo- 
sition of resistance could be made. A part of the 
troops, to the amount of about nine hundred, to- 
gether with near one thousand five hundred of the 
•royalist inhabitants, who had joined the regiments in 
the pay of Great Britain, effected their embarkation 
'on board the ships. The remainder fell into the 
hands of the enemy, together with such stores and 
ammunition as had been landed. A £i$at proportion

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the transports which accompanied the expedition. 
The squadron proceeded to the Islands of Houat and 
Hedic, where the troops were landed. 



Barcelona, June 20, 1795. 

ON the 4th instant the enemy attacked the 
Spaniards towards Rivas, and on the 7th near Be- 
salu, hut were repulsed in both places with const- s 
derable loss. On the 14th, at day-light, upon the 
appearance of some considerable bodies of the enemy, ' 
the whole Spanish line was got under arms, and 
quickly after General Urrutia, seeing the advanced 
posts to the right and left engaged, passed the river ' 
with the whole centre, except a reserve, on the bridge ' 
just finished at Biscara. This passage was opposed ' 
by a very smart fire of cannon and howitzers, placed- 
in advantageous situations, but the enemy were 
nevertheless attacked and driven from all the posts 
they occupied in about two hours, during a violent 
-storm of wind, thunder, and rain, and pursued to 
within musket-shot of their camps. The whole of' 
the Spanish line was formed in battle beyond the 
Hermitage of Pontos, and then retired and repassed 
the river, after having taken all the artillery which the 
enemy had with them, viz. one eight-pounder, one 
four and one republican two-pounder, two six-pound 
howitzers, with their respective ammunition carts j 
the camp kettles and messes, and a quantity of blan- 
kets and hand-barrows. When the greater part of 
the Spanish troops had repassed the river, the enemy 
appeared again, and attacked those that were yet 
on the other side 5 upon which a second action took 
place, and was still more obstinately disputed than 
the former. This second action began about one 
o'clock ; at three the French retreated precipitately, 
but the Spanish light troops pursued and harassed 
them till six, when the whole army retired across the 
Huvia, . 

1795. O Though 
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. Though no correct statement h*» been received of 
tie low on the aide of the Spaniard* in the action 
of the 14th, it may be computed, according to the 
different accounts, to amount to thirty-six officers and 
about seven hundred men killed and wounded. The 
regiment Fixo de Malaga k said to have suffered 
much/ having borne with great firmness the fire of 
two of the enemy's batteries for a considerable tune. 
The most considerable loss on the part of the French, 
was. on the right, where the Spanish cavalry passed 
the river, and attacked the division, of the enemy, 
commanded by General Soret, encamped at Castilloa, 
consisting of near six thousand men. They wfere 
thrown into confusion, %nd killed in gseat numbers 
by the Spanish horse, who made no prisoners. They 
left a number of their dead on the rQads„ but carried 
oflf the greater part of their wounded. All the spies 
and deserters agree in the report that the enemy lost 
about two thousand men. 

According to the officer's report, twenty-five thou-, 
sand men had in the evening of the 13th taken the 
posts which they occupied the. next morning, in 
•order t# protect a general harvest of wheat in. Larjir 
pourdan ; six hundred reapers were brought for this 
purpose out of Rousaillon, and the troops had, ordeja 
*0 keep their position to the last extremity. 



Genoa, June 30, \795* 
INTELLIGENCE has been received here, that, 
on the 24th instant, General Be Vins had attacked 
and; carried the different posts of the Madonna del 
Monte, from which the French, stationed on the 
freights behind Vado, had attempted in vain to. ri%- 
Jodge him ; that two battalions of Thourn and a 
division of Croats of Carlstadt, commanded by Ge- 
neral Cantu and Lieutenant-Colonel Marquette, had 
.attacked and driven the French from, their strong m- 
toenclunents<m the Mountain of -St. Giacomo$ that 
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two companies of the free corps of Jahy had also 
carried the French intrenchments on the Mountain 
of Settepani ; that General De Vins, having driven 
the enemy from all those posts, had established him- 
self on the sea-coast between Savona and Vadoj 
and that on the night of the 26th the French had 
abandoned their intrenchments at Vado, and fallen 
back upon Finale, leaving behind them thirty pieces 
of cannon and two considerable magazines of provi- 
sions and forage* 

It appears that General Colli, at the head of the 
Piedmontese army, has attacked the French on the 
side of Ormea, and succeeded in driving them from 
several very important posts, particularly from that 
of Spinarda.

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all possible haste, I dispatched directly such ships as 
. I could collect upon the spot to cover and protect 
.their embarkation ; but the occasion pressing exceed- 
ingly, Captain John Barrett, commanding His Ma- 
jesty's ship Experiment, who was stationed at the 
mouth of the Careenage to co-operate with the gar- 
rison, at the desire of General Stewart, embarked the 
whole in his own ship and a transport, to the amount 
of one thousand two hundred, between the hours o£ 
twelve at night and five in the morning, and got 
them safe out of gun-shot, except some sick and some 
women, who were too distantly situated to benefit by 
his endeavours for them. The latter were, however, 
sent over to us the next day. 



St. Pierre a, Martinique, June 26, 1795. 

SINCE my letter of the 23d instant, His Majesty's 
bqg the Brake has arrived, whose Commander parted 
from the West India convoy in latitude 42 deg. 5 2 ruin, 
north, and longitude 1 1 deg. 47 min. west, in a very- 
hard gale of wind, whisk he thinks must have greatly 
dispersed the whole. 

Since the Drake left Barbadoes, I have received a 
letter from Governor Ricketts, informing me of the 
arrival at that Island of a part thereof, and of the 
capture of some, a list of which I enclose. I am 
hastening forward two frigates, one of which I will 
send with all possible dispatch to windward of Be- 
seada, and the other off Bartholomew's, where the 
enemy send most of their prizes, to recover as many 
of the captures as may be.

The Matilda frigate, which I had stationed off

Her Commander informed me that he had on the 
28th fallen in with nine saiLof ships going into that 
Fort, three of which were large frigates, and chased 
him off.

Extract of a Letter from Vtee-Admiral Caldwell, 
late Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty's Ship*

CAPTAIN OTWAY, of His Majesty's sloop 
Thorn, informed me, that on the 25th of May, he 
captured a French ship of war called the Courier 
National, of eighteen nine and six-pounders, and 
one hundred and nineteen men. That on his coming 

2) with her he immediately laid her on board, and, 
iter an action of thirty-five minutes (during which 
two attempts were made to board the Thorn), the 
enemy struck. The Thorn had only five, men 
wounded, and the French ship seven killed, and 
twenty wounded.

front the loss of her bowsprit, foremast, and wain- 
top-mast ; oar migen-mast being shot away, fore and 
niain-top-sails perfectly useless^ we no longer kept to, 
at which tune the Lowestofie opened a well-directed 
fire ; the enemy's second frigate then passing, and. 
exchanging the opposite broadsides, His Majesty's 
shape were kept on the same tack till she went about, 
when, fearing she might stand to the assistance of the 
-dtemasted ship, the Lowestoffe was sent in chase ; 
the French frigate eseaped by superior sailing, leav- 
ing her friend to be raked, in a very judicious man* 
ner, on the return of the Lowestoffe, to whose fire 
she surrendered about noon. The Dido having 
cleared the wreck of the mizen-mast, and bent new 
top-sails, joined in securing the pria&e, La Minerve, 
a new ship, of forty-two guns, eignteen-pounders, on 
the main-deck, and three hundred and thirty men ; a 
remarkably fast sailer. Her companion we learnt to 
be L'Artemise, of thirty-six guns. 

Having given a detail of the action, it becomes as 
much my duty as it is my inclination to acknow- 
ledge the very able support of His Majesty's ship 
Lowestofte, and to testify, that by Captain Middle- 
ton s good conduct the business of the day was, in a 
great measure, brought to a fortunate issue. I must, 
at the same time, pay the just tribute of my warmest 
gratitude to the officers and ship's company I have 
the honour to command ; and it is with deep regret 
I add,, that Lieutenant Buckol (First of the Dido,) a 
most active officer, is among the wounded, I fear 
severely, though he never quitted the deck ; Mr.

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Douglas, the boatswain, a deserving man, is .killed, 
Captain Middleton s report of the conduct of the 
officers and people of the LowestofFe is also highly 
nattering. 

I have the honour to enclose a list of the killed 
und wounded. Having received information from 
the prisoners, that the French fleet were actually at 
aea, the state of the ships obliged me to run for this 
Port, where I propose sitting jury-masts in the prize, 
snd proceeding to Ajaccio. Circumstances are, I 
hope, sufficiently strong to plead my excuse for not 
fully executing your former orders. I remain with

Extract of a Letter from Admiral Hotham, Co>n~ 
mander-m-Chief of His Majesty s Ships in the 
Mediterranean, to Mr. Nepean, dated Britannia, 
at Sea, July 14,1795. 

Sib, 

YOU will be pleased to inform their Lordships, 
that I dispatched on the 4th instant, from St. 
Fiorenzo, the ships named in the margin,* under the 
orders of Captain Nelson, whom I directed to call off 
Genoa for the Inconstant and Southampton frigate* 
that were lying there, and to take them with him* if, 
from the intelligence he might there obtain, he 
should find it necessary. 

On the morning of the 7th I was much surprised 
to learn, that the above squadron was seen in the 
offing, returning into port, pursued by the enemy s 
fleet, which, by General De Vins's letter, (the latest 
account I had received,) I had reason to suppose 
were certainly at Toulon. 

Immediately on the enemy's appearance, I made 
every prepartion to put to sea after them j and noU

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•withstanding the unpleasant predicament we were in, 
most of the ships being in the midst of watering and 
-refitting, I was yet enabled, by the zeal and extra- 
ordinary exertions of the officers and men, to get 
the whole of the fleet under weigh that night, as 
■soon as the land-wind permitted us to move ; from 
•which time we neither saw or heard any thing of 
the enemy till the 12th, when, being to the eastward, 
and within sight of the Hieres Islands, two vessels 
were spoken, with by Captain Hotham, of the Cy- 
clops, and Captain Boys, of LaFleche, who acquainted 
them, they had seen the French fleet not many hours 
before to the southward of those Islands. Upon 
which information I made the signal before night t<*. 
prepare fpr battle, as an indication to our fleet that 
the enemy was near. 

Yesterday, at day-break, we' discovered them to 
leeward* of us, on the larboard tack, consisting of 
twenty-three sail, seventeen of which proved to be 
of the line. The wind at this time blew very hard 
from the west-north-west, attended with, a heavy 
swell, an4 sixof our ships, had to bend main-top-eaijs, 
in the room of those that were split by the gale in 
the course of the night. 

I caused the fleet, however, to be formed with all 
possible 1 expedition, -on the larboard line of bearing, 
carrying all sail possible to preserve that order, and 
to keep the wind of the enemy, in the hppes ,of cut- 
ting them off from the land, from which we were 
only five leagues distent. 

At eight o'clock finding they had no other view 
but thai of endeavouring to get from us, I made the 
signal for a general chase, and for the ships to take 
-suitable stations for their mutual support, and to en- 
gage the enemy as arriving up with them in su\ : «.ys- 
eton; but the baffling, winds and vexatious calms, 
which render every naval operation in this country

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rear about noon, which they attacked so warmly r 
that in the course of an hour after, we had the satis- 
faction to find one of their sternmost ships, viz^

of their fleet, favoured by a shift of wind to tne east- 
ward, (that placed them now to windward of us,} had 
got so far into Frejus Bay, whilst the major part of 
ours was becalmed in the offing, that it became im- 
possible for any thing further to be effected $ and 
those of our ships which were engaged had approached 
so near to the shore that I judged it proper to calt 
them off by signal. 

If the result of the day was not so completely 
satisfactory as the commencement promised, it is my 
duty to state, that no exertions could be more unani- 
mous than those of the fleet under my command;, 
and it would be injustice to the g neral merit of all 
to select individual instances of commendation, had 
not superiority of sailing placed some of the ships in 
an advanced situation, of which they availed them- 
selves in the most distinguished and honourable 
manner^ and amongst the number was the Victory, 
having Rear-Admiral Man on board, who had shifted 
his flag to that ship upon this occasion. 

I am sorry to say that the Alcide, about half art 
hour after she had struck, by some accident caught 
fire in her fore-top, before she was taken possession 
of, and the flames spread with such rapidity that the 
whole ship was soon in a blaze ; several boats from 
the fleet were dispatched as quickly as possible to» 
rescue as many of her people as they could save from 
the destruction that awaited them, and three hundred 
of them were in consequence preserved, when the 
ship blew up with the most awful and tremendous- 
explosion, and between three and four hundred 
people are supposed to have perished.

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The frigate which struck to the Stag is called the 
Alliance, of thirty -six guns and two hundred and 
forty men j the other that escaped, the Argo, of the 
same force, and the Nelly cutter, of sixteen guns. 

1 have thought proper, for their Lordships' infor- 
mation, to send in the Alliance with my dispatches, 
by Lieutenant William Huggel), of His Majesty's 
ship under my command, whom I recommend to 
their favour, who will inform their Lordships with 
every proceeding of the chase and action ; but as 
the Alliance struck to the Stag, have put Mr. Patrick 
Tonyn, her First Lieutenant, to take charge of her, 
with orders to proceed to the Nore. 

As the squadron has not received any material 
damage, I shall continue to execute the orders I re- 
ceived from Admiral Duncan 5 and I hope it will 
meet with their Lordships' approbation. 

Permit me to return my warmest and most sincere 
acknowledgments for the steady and gallant behaviour 
of Captain Yorke, of His Majesty's ship Stag, his 
officers and ship's company ; and I likewise very 
much approve of the conduct of the Isis and Vestal, 
with the officers and ship's company of His Majesty's 
ship Reunion under my command.

I HAVE the satisfaction to acquaint you, for the 
urfarmatam. of my Lord* Coinaussieness. of tie 
Admiralty, that His Majesty's squadron under my 
orders has had some success in the three days which 
have elapsed since tlje date of my last letter. 

The corvette I was in pursuit of with the Dia- 
mond when I wrote last secured herself in Brehat. 
I had, however, the good fortune to fall in with 
another, at day-Kghtin the morning of the 2d. Three 
quarters of an hours- chase brought us within gun- 
shot of her. She endeavoured te* elude our pursuit 
in the labyrinth of rocks before Treguier, but the 
attempt proved- fatal to her,, as she siruefc; on t^e 
Roerma, 3nd soon after filled and fell over. We 
ceased our fire immediately^ and sent our boats, to 
save the crew. Her own boats, which were towing 
her> saved as many as they could carry. We were, 
not fortunate enough to save more than nine. They, 
reckon about twenty perished, besides the Captain*, 
who was washed off the wreck a few minutes before 
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our boats reached them. Her name was L' Assem- 
ble Nationale, of twenty-two guns, eight-pounders,, 
on the main-deck, and two-hundred men, from Brest 
bound to St. Maloes. The swell was so great that 
she went to pieces very soon, and we were obliged.

•sea ran so high that no person from the ships or 
gun-boats could venture to land. 

In transmitting to you the proceedings of the 
fleet under my command, I shall at all times feel 
great satisfaction in doing justice to the merits of 
the several officers. To their judgment and good 
conduct in die present instance is to be attributed 
the immediate success which attended the attempt) 
it is therefore my duty to recommend to His Ma- 
jesty's notice Commodore Blankett, Captain Dou- 
glas, Lieutenant Tod, of the Monarch, commanding 
the Echo, and Lieutenant Ramage, also of the Mo- 
narch, commanding the Rattlesnake, and Mr. Charles 
Adam, of the Monarch, Midshipman, who commanded 
the gun-boat. I am sensibly obliged to them, each 
individually, for their steady and correct discharge of 
nay orders. 

I must further beg leave to add, that it is univer- 
sally agreed the Echo's fire was superiorly directed 
and ably kept up ; and particular acknowledgments 
are also due to the officers and men for the general 
zeal and activity which appeared in every counte- 
nance, of which I was enabled to judge with more 

pre- 
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precision as the Commodore obligingly permitted 
me to accompany him, and to visit the other ships 
employed under his direction upon this service. 

The America had two men killed and four wounded, 
and one gun disabled, being struck by a shot ; the 
Stately one man wounded. Some shots passed 
through the ships, but did not materially injure them. 

I am fearful the Major-General will not be able to 
write by this conveyance, a Genoese ship, which in- 
tends touching at St. Helena, as he is now at Muy- 
senberg.

that General Wurmser has obtained a signal advan-

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tage over the French in the neighbourhood of Man- 
heim, of which the following is a detail : 

In the night from the 17th to the 18th instant, 
that, part of the Austrian army which was stationed 
before Manheim, assembled in five columns, com- 
manded by General Wurmser in person, to attack 
the different posts that the enemy occupied in front 
of that place. The disposition was very masterly, 
and the spirited manner in which it was executed 
answered fully to the wish and expectations of the 
General. After a severe action all the works that 
the enemy had thrown up were carried $ their tents 
and a great deal of baggage were taken, besides some 
cannon, and several ammunition waggons. v 
: Owing to an impenetrable fog, which continued 
the whole night and great part of the morning, the 
communication between the different columns was 
extremely difficult, the prompt execution of orders 
was impossible, and the Generals could not conduct 
their attacks with any degree of certainty. This 
unfortunate circumstance enabled the enemy to get 
off the most of they: artillery, and prevented the 
Austrians following them into the place as General 
Wurmser intended. 

The Austrians had upon this occasion about thirty 
pfficers, and between six and seven hundred non-com- 
missioned officers and privates killed and wounded. 
The French had one General Officer, twenty-one 
officers, and between five and six hundred non- 
commissioned officers and privates taken prisoners. 
Their killed and wounded are supposed to amount to 
about two thousand. In consequence of this victory 
Manheim is closely invested, and the bombardment 
will be begun immediately.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, 
that General Jourdan's left column, which had 
directed its march towards Cologne, has passed the 
Rhine, as well as all those troops who retired upon 
Neuwied. 

From the reports of the different corps which are 
now collected, it appears that the Austrians have 
taken in all> during the enemy's retreat, about four 
thousund prisoners, thirty pieces of cannon, and two 
hundred ammunition waggons. The enemy de- 
stroyed a great quantity of military stores, which 
they had not time to carry away. It is impossible to 
ascertain with any precision their number of killed 
and wounded, but it must have been very considera- 
ble, more especially as the peasants rose against them 
in many places. .■ The whole country through which 
the French have marched on this occasion bears the 
most -evident marks of their depredations. There is 
no village, and I may almost say no house, that has 
not ample reason to lament this invasion ; for, how- 
ever short its duration has been, the effects will be 
felt for many years to come. The inhabitants have 
been plundered of their cattle, grain, and whatever 
coutd be found that was valuable. In many places 
what could not be carried off was destroyed. Even 
women and children have been murdered ; in short 
the manifold acts of atrocity, which are proved in the 
clearest manner, are such as could only be perpe- 
trated by men lost to every sentiment of humanity. 

The Prussian troops that were on the line of de- 
markation, and the guards which they stationed at 
different places for the purpose of affording protec- 
tion, were ill treated and driven away by the French 
with expressions of resentment and contempt.

three lines, and attacking the right of the position in 
immediate connection with each other, whilst the 
Warasdine light infantry got round the Village of 
Laubenheim $ and about one thousand Sclavonians, 
who were embarked on the Rhine, landed under- the 
protection of six gun-boats behind the enemy's right, 
and kept up a heavy lire for the purpose of making a , 
diversion. General Colloredo was to march towards 
Bretzenheim, a Village in front of the enemy's center, 
from whence he was to detach a. part of his* troops, 
particularly cavalry, to co-operate with General 
Stader, and with a part of the remainder he was to 
make demonstrations towards different points of the 
centre, whilst two of his battalions and two squadrons,* 
with a considerable proportion of heavy artillery, made 
false attacks upon Monbach and Gonsehheim, two 
Villages in front of the enemy's left. Some light 
troops were to land behind the left of the position 
for the same purpose as those who landed behind the 
right General Werneck's division was to remain on 
the glacis of Mayence as a reserve. 

It must be observed that Marshal Clerfaye directed 
his real' attack -upon the most commanding and by 
far the strongest part of the camp, because the im- 
mediate retreat of the enemy's whole army was the 
inevitable consequence of success on that point. 

The attack commenced in this order at half an 
hour past five in the morning. The disposition was 
executed with the utmost accuracy, and in a very 
short time the battle was decided in favour of the 
Austrians, who displayed exemplary discipline and 
bravery. The General Officers finding that they 
could not advance on horseback on account of the 
trous de hups, dismounted, and entered the intrench- 
ments on foot at the head of the troops. The enemy 
did not in the least expect to be attacked $ and al- 
though they certainly had some time to prepare for 

their 
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their defence from the difficulties that the Austrian 
troops had to surmount in approaching the works, 
yet it is to the circumstance of surprise, as well as to 
the uncommon intrepidity with which the attack was 
executed, that must he attributed their having aban- 
doned without more resistance one of the most for* 
midable positions that ever was occupied. 

One hundred and six pieces of cannon, two hun- 
dred ammunition waggons, and about two thoosind 
prisoners (amongst these two Generals and sixty 
other Officers,) are already brought into Mayence ; 
whilst great quantities of stores of various kinds, col- 
lected for the purposes of the siege, have likewise 
fallen into the hands of the Austrians. 

The enemy's killed and wounded are supposed to 
amount t'o about three thousand. 

The Austrians had pn this occasion between sixty 
and seventy officers, and about fifteen hundred 
non-commissioned officers and privates killed and 
wounded. Amongst the former were Lieutenant- 
Qeneral Schmertring and Major-General Wolcken- 
heim. 

General Naundorf crossed the Rhine in the after- 
noon with part of his troops that had been stationed 
in the neighbourhood of Cera*, and took possession 
of Oppenheim. 

The Marshal is now encamped in front of J4ay- 
ence, and his light troops are pursuing in all direc- 
tions.

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Copy of a Letter from Major- General Irving to 
Major-General Leigh, dated Kingston, St. Vin- 
cent's, October 3, 1795. 

Sib, 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Excel- 
lency, that, finding this Town extremely straight- 
ened by the enemy having possession of the Vigie, 
I judged it expedient to drive them from it, as the 
only means to relieve it. I informed myself, from 
those best acquainted with the country, that a height, 
called Fairbane's Hill, commanded the Vigie -, upon 
this I formed my plan of attack. The grenadiers 
and light infantry, with four companies of the 40th 
regiment, were to gain the hiH on one quarter, white 
the 59th regiment, supported by two three-pounders, 
were to force it on another 5 the whole marched at 
three o'clock yesterday morning, so as to be at the 
object by day-break. The first division gained the 
height early in the morning, with considerable loss ; 
the 59th regimerlt was early within fifty paces of the 
enemy, and made several attempts to gain the post, 
but the natural strength of the ground, and the heavy 
rain that unluckily fell at day-break, rendered the 
the place inaccessible. The troops having been ex- 
posed the whole of the day to great fatigues, and 
the weather being very unfavourable, from violent 
showers during the day, and having no possibility of 
providing the least shelter for them, I thought it 
most advisable to return to our former quarters for 
the night. Having sufficient reason to suppose the 
enemy had abandoned their posts during the night, 
I ordered out early this morning a strong detach- 
ment of the St. Vincent's rangers to tal^e possession 
of it ; and I have the satisfaction to inform your 
Excellency, that the British flag now displays itself 
there. We found all the cannon and ammunition 
there undestroyed. Brigadier-General Myers, by 
T2 his 
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his able conduct the whole day, afforded me the most 
essential service ; and the highest praise is due to this 
army/ both officers and men, for the perseverance, 
discipline, and bravery they manifested in sustaining 
an action from day-break until night in this climate.

1THE Dutch Cbvemor having not only rejected, 
In the most peremptory terms, the proposal* wfeieh 
fead been made to him, that the Settlement should 
place Itself under the protection of Great Britain, 
W having also acted in a manner demonstrative of 
*uon hostile -dispositions towards us a* to justify the 
suspicion which was conveyed to us of its being his 
intention to set fire to Simon s Touta, from which all 
the inhabitants had been obliged to retbe fcy his 
order, the Admiral and myself concurred in thinking 
4t expedient to prevent the execution of Us purpose, 
by landing ourselves, and taking fossessioa of the 
fauce, Which I acconBngfy did Mm ibe 14bh -isf My, 

with 
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with the part of the 78th regiment under my com- 
mand, and the marines of the squadron, the latter 
amounting to about three hundred and fifty men, and 
the former to four hundred and fifty. Very few days 
elapsed before our patroles were fired upon by the 
Burgher militia and hottentots, who occupied the 
hills round us, while our people were restrained by 
the directions which they had received not to com- 
mit any act of hostility towards the Dutch troops. 
Hostilities being, however, thus commenced, and as 
the time approached when we might reasonably ex- 
pect the arrival of the troops and stores which had 
been requested of the Governor of St. Helena, it ap- 
peared to me to be an object of consequence to dis- 
possess the Dutch forces of the post which they 
occupied at the important Pass of Muisenberg, as by 
it we might perhaps open a more ready communi- 
cation with the country, at the same time that we 
should by doing so convince the inhabitants of the 
reality of our intentions, of which we knew, they en- 
tertained doubts. I accordingly proposed it to Sir 
Xreorge Elphinstone, who immediately agreed to it 
with that readiness which has so strongly attended all 
the instances of assistance which I have received 
from him. Sir George having landed a detachment 
of seamen, which was formed into two battalions, 
we were only delayed by the want of a proper wtnd, 
which would not permit the movement to take place . 
till the morning of the 7th of August, when Sir 
George having made the signal that it would serve, 
the America and Stately, with the Echo and Rattle- 
snake, got under weigh about twelve o'clock, and I 
marched at the same time with the 78th and marines, 
together with the seamen, being in all about one 
thousand six hundred men. 

The Post of Muisenberg being extremely strong 
. to the front, and covered by a numerous field artil- 
lery, against which I had not one gun to oppose, 
i our principal reliance was upon the . fire from the 

ships, 
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ships, which, being properly disposed of at the dif- 
ferent stations assigned them by Commodore Bltin* 
kett, produced every effect which could be expected 
from it. The enemy were driven from two twenty- 
four-pounders, which were directed towards the sea, 
and abandoned the post before it was possible for us 
to arrive near enough to profit by the circumstance 
30 completely as we were in hopes of doing, as they 
carried off all their artillery, except the two heavy 
guns above-mentioned, and one brass six-pounder, 
with two eight-inch howitzers. 

The enemy having, however, taken post on an ad* 
rantangeous ridge of rocky heights, very strong and 
difficult of access, a little beyond the camp, the ad- 
vanced guard, under the command of Major Money- 
penny, of the 78th, supported by the battalion of 
that regiment, attacked and drove them from thence 
with the greatest spirit, although, in addition to the 
strength of the ground, the enemy were further pro- 
tected by cannon from the opposite side of the La- 
goon, which covers the Post of Muisenberg towards 
the Cape Town. In this affair, which terminated 
only with the day, the activity and spirit of the light 
company of the 78th, under the command of Captain 
Campbell, were conspicuously displayed. Captain 
Scott, of the 78th, was the only officer wounded on 
the occasion. 

The next morning the enemy having drawn out 
their whole force from the Cape Town, eight field- 
pieces advanced to attack us, but finding us too 
strongly posted, and being themselves fireil upon 
from the pieces they had left behind the preceding 
day, which had been drilled and brought forward by 
the exertions of a company of pikemen under lieu- 
tenant Coffin, of the Rattlesnake, they thought it 
more prudent to desist from the attempt, and re- 
tired, after some skirmishing, attended with little loss 
on our side, and only remarkable for the steadiness 
displayed by the 1st battalion of seamen commanded 

by 
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by Captain Hardy, of the Echo, who, having crossed! 
the water with the marines, received the enemy's 
fire without returning a shot, and manoeuvred with a 
regularity which would not have discredited veteran 
troop*. The marines under Major Hill, displayed an 
equal degree of steady resolution on the occasion. 

On the 9th the Arniston arrived from St. Helena, 
with such assistance as Governor Brooke had been 
*Me to afford us. It consisted of three hundred and 
{ifty-two rank and file, with some field-artillery, and 
a very limited proportion of ammunition. They were 
. directed to proceed immediately to camp, and the 
boats of the fleet were unremittingly employed in 
forwarding stores and provisions to us 3 a work, 
in which, from the peculiar difficulty of our situation, 
and the insufficiency of our means, our progress was 
very slow, and frequently so much interrupted by 
unfavourable weather, that we could hardly get a-head 
of our consumption. While this necessary business 
was going on, our future operations became the ob- 
ject of my most earnest consideration. On the one 
hand, as the enemy appeared numerous, and disposed 
to a& obstinate defence, for the which they had had 
ample time to make the best preparations, I could 
not but be sensible that the force under my command 
was, in point of numbers, inadequate to the attempt 
of feduciug them ; and I had little to rely on to 
Counterbalance the disparity, but the spirit of the in- 
dinriduals belonging to it. I possessed no cattle or 
carriages for the transport of ammunition or provi- 
sions, und a communication of twelve miles was to 
he kept up to be furnished with either, at least till 
I could open a shorter one with the ships that the 
Admiral might send to Table Bay, for which the sea* 
•on Was still very unfavourable. On the other band* 
though these difficulties were sufficiently discou- 
raging, yet the arrival of General Clarke was uncer- 
tain, and the state of our provisions was such as to 
reader the possibility 0/ our stay, till it should 

hap- 
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happen, very doubtful. Under these circumstances, 
I determined on an attempt by night on the most 
considerable of the enemy's out-posts, in the hopes 
•that a severe execution among the Burgher ruihtia 
might intimidate them, and produce circumstances/to 
our advantage. It took place on the 27th of last 
.month ; but unfortunately, notwithstanding every at- 
tention on the part of Lieutenant-Colonel M'Kenzie, 
who commanded, it failed, from the intricacy of the 
Toads and the timidity and ignorance of the guides 5 
while it served only to produce among the enemy a 
degree of vigilance^ which soon convinced me of the 
impracticability of any further attempt by way of sur- 
prise. 

On the morning of the 1st of September, the 
•enemy, having lined the mountains above us with 
Hottentots and Burgher militia, commenced a fire of 
musquetry upon our camp, which, from the total 
want of effect that had attended a former attempt 
of the same nature, was little attended to, till unfor- 
tunately the picquet of the reserve, being too much 
occupied with covering themselves from it, neglected 
their front, from whence the enemy poured in con- 
siderable numbers, and forced them in with some 
loss. Captain Brown, with the 78th grenadiers, ad- 
vanced however, to their support, the enemy were 
immediately driven down the hill again, and the 
ground of the picquets re-occupied. In this affair, 
Major Moneypenny, of the 78th, was severely 
wounded, and we suffered a great loss in being de- 
prived of the assistance of an officer of distinguished 
zeal and activity in the command of the reserve, with 
which he had been charged since our march from 
Simon's Town. Captain Dentaffe, of the St. Helena 
•troops, was also wounded. 

In a conference with Sir George Elphinstone, on 
the 2d of September, it was agreed to wait six daya 
longer, for the possibility of the arrival of General 
Clarke, and that if he did not appear by that time 

J 795. U I should 
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I should then advance, and, under every disadvan- 
tage of numbers and situation, try the fortune of an 
attack, which, however hazardous, we deemed it our 
duty to make, before the total failure of our provi- 
-sions put us under an absolute necessity of seeking 
a supply elsewhere. 

On the morning of the 3d, however, the enemy, 
^encouraged by the little success which had attended 
our attempt on the 1st, meditated a general attack 
on our camp, which in all probability would have 
been decisive of the fate of the colony. They ad- 
vanced in the night with all the strength they could 
muster, and with a train of not less than eighteen 
field-pieces. Some movements, which had been ob- 
served the preceding evening, had given me a sus- 
picion of their intention, and we were perfectly pre- 
pared to receive them. They were on their march, 
and considerable bodies began to make their ap- 
pearance within our view, when at that critical 
moment the signal for a fleet disconcerted them, and 
the appearance of fourteen sail of large vessels, 
which came in sight immediately after, induced them 
to relinquish their enterprize, and retire to their 
former posts. General Clarke came to an ancho* in 
Simon's Bay the next morning ; and for the subse- 
quent events, which have been attended with the 
capture of this important colony, I do myself the ho- 
nour to refer you to his account ; trusting that His 
Majesty and our Country will do me, and the troops 
and seamen under my command, the justice to be- 
lieve, that it has not been owing to any want of 
seal, or of a cheerful determination to encounter 
every hazard in the necessary discharge of our duty, 
- that the same event did not take place during the 
period in which we were left to ourselves. Under 
the circumstances of our situation I did not think the 
attempt justifiable, unless compelled to it by ne- 
cessity ; but we were at the same time fuHy resoked 
not to retire, in any -event,, without making that at- 
tempt, 
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tempt, which, whether successful or not, would at 
least have been a proof of our zeal for His Majesty V 
service. 

It is impossible for me to close this report, Sir, 
without making my acknowledgments to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel M'Kenzie, of the 78th, Major Hill, of 
the marines, and the Captains Hardy and Spranger, 
of the Echo and Rattlesnake sloops, who commanded 
the two battalions of seamen. Animated by the 
exertions of these officers, the troops and seamen 
have undergone great fatigue and hardships with a 
cheerful resignation, and have encountered a more 
numerous enemy with an active spirit, which entitles 
them to the most favourable report from me to His 
Majesty. Lieutenant Campbell, of the Echo, who 
commanded a company of seamen, which I formed 
into a light company, merits also that I should no- 
tice his indefatigable zeal, and the ability with which 
he conducted the service in which his company was 
constantly employed. To this, Sir, I have only to 
add, that my sense of the obligation I am under to 
Sir George Elphinstone is such as I should not do 
justice to in an attempt to express it ; his advice, his 
active assistance, and cordial co-operation on every 
occasipn, have never been wanting, and entitle him 
to my warmest gratitude.

Sir,, Cape Town, September 23, 1795. 

MY letters from St. Salvador, by the Chatham 
brig, will have acquainted you of our leaving that 
place. And I have now the honour to inform you 
that all the India Company's ships, having troops cm- 
board, arrived off" the Cape of Good Hope on the 3d, 
and entered Simon's Bay on the 4th instant, where 
I found the Admiral in possession of the harbour, 
and Major-General Craig, at Muyzenberg, a post of 
importance, about six miles on the road to this place, 

with. 
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with a corps composed of seamen and marines from 1 
the fleet, six companies of the 78th regiment that; 
came in it, and a detachment of the East India Com* 
pany's troops from St. Helena, amounting in all to* 
about one thousand nine hundred men, and the enemy,. 
who had peremptorily rejected all negociation, in a 
state of active hostility against us. Under these 
circumstances it became necessary to endeavour to 
effect the execution of our orders without loss of 
time j I therefore, in conjunction with and aided by 
the Admiral, disembarked the regiments, artillery,, 
and necessary stores, and forwarded them to the ad- 
vanced post as fast as possible, where, through hia 
ardent zeal for the public service, and indefatigable 
exertions, as much provision was collected as we 
hoped might enable us to set down before the Town, 
and go on till we could communicate with our ships- 
m Table Bay, or draw some assistance from the. 
country behind us. And having made the best ar- 
rangement we could for transporting our provisions, 
guns, stores, ammunition, and necessary articles of 
every kind, by the only means in our power, meris- 
labouTy we marched on the 14th from Muyzenberg„ 
leaving a sufficient detachment for the protection of 
our camp and stores at that place. The enemy 
eould see all our motions, and the country through 
which we were to pass for several miles, being very 
favourable to the sort of warfare that it was their 
business to pursue (many of them being on horse- 
back, and armed with guns that kill at a great dis- 
tance,) I had reason to think we might be greatly 
harassed, and suffer much on our route. Our loss, 
however, from the precautions taken, and the shy- 
ness of the enemy, fortunately proved less than 
might have been expected, having only one seaman 
killed and seventeen soldiers wounded in our pro- 
gress to the Post of Wynberg, where the enemy were 
in force, with nine pieces of cannon, and had deter- 
mined, as wc were told, to make serious resistance, 

But 
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But having formed the army from columns of marcfr 
into two lines, and made a detachment from my 
right and left to attack both their flanks, while I ad- 
vanced with the main body and artillery (which, 
much to the credit of Major Yorke, was extremely 
well conducted and served,) against their centre, they 
found themselves so pressed by us, and at the same 
time alarmed by the appearance of Commodore 
Blankett with three ships the Admiral had detached 
into Table Bay to cause a diversion on that side, of 
which they were very jealous, that they retired with 
the loss of a few men from our cannon, before we 
could gain the top of the hill $ from whence we fol- 
lowed them close for two miles, but dark coming on, 
and great part of the troops being much fatigued by 
the burdens they carried, and the harassment they 
met with through very swampy ground in the course 
of the day, I determined to halt for the night in the 
position I found myself, which proved favourable for 
the purpose, with the intention of prosecuting my 
march at day-light next morning. In this situation 
an officer arrived with a flag and letter from Governor 
Sluysken, asking a cessation of arms for forty-eight 
hours, to arrange and offer proposals for surren- 
dering the Town ; but I did not think it prudent 
to grant more than twenty-four, in which time every 
thing was settled agreeably to the articles of capitu- 
lation that I have the honour to enclose, whereby the 
regular troqps that formed the garrison became pri- 
soners of war, and His Majesty is put into the full 
possession of the Town and Colony, which I hope 
will prove acceptable to him, and justify the com- 
mendation and report that I think it my duty to make 
of the meritorious services of all the officers, soldiers, 
teamen, and marines that have been employed in this 
arduous service. The difficulties and hardships that 
great part of them have experienced are extreme, and 
the perseverance and cheerfulness with which they 
were encountered do them the highest credit, and, 

I am 
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I am pursuaded, will recommend them all ia the 
strongest manner to His Majesty's favour. 

The general character of Sir George K. Elphin- 
stone, and his ardent desire to serve bis country, 
are two well known to receive additional lustre from 
any thing I could Ray upon that subject ; but I should 
do injustice to my own feelings if I did not express 
the obligations I am under for the ready co-opera- 
tion and assistance that he afforded upon every 
occasion, which so eminently contributed to the 
successful issue of our joint endeavours. 

The arrangements made by Major-General Craig 
previous to my arrival, and the active services he 
rendered afterwards, claim my thanks, and furnish 
the best proof of his having conducted His Majesty's 
service in a manner honourable to himself, and bene- 
ficial to his country, 

Lieutenant-Colonel M'Murdo, Deputy-Quarter- 
Master-General to the expedition under my orders, 
will have the honour of delivering this dispatch. 
He is well qualified to give you every information 
that his short residence here will admit $ and I take 
the liberty, Sir, of recommending this old and most 
valuable officer to your good offices, and His Ma- 
jesty's favour.

P. S. The quantity of ordnance, ammunition, 
naval, and other stores that we find here is very con- 
siderable 5 but as there is not time to have it ex- 
amined and proper inventories made before the

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^thought necessary upon this subject till another qp- 
portunity. 

The regular troops made prisoners of war amount 
•to about one thousand -, six hundred of which are of 
the regiment of Gordon, and the rest principally of 
the corps of artillery. — Enclosed is a return of the 
killed and wounded on the 14th instant.

^Articles vf Capitulation proposed by the Honourable 
Commissary and Council of Regency of the Cape of 
Good Hope to General Mured Clarke, commanding 
His BrUannick Majesty s Troops, and to Vice- 
admiral the Honourable Sir George Keith El- 
jphinstone, K. B. commanding the Ships of War of 
His said Majesty. 

Art. I. The Castle and *he Town shall be sur- 
-rendered to the troops of His Britannick Majesty. 

Answer. — The capitulation being signed, the Cas- 
tle and the Town must be surrendered to a detach- 
ment of His Britannick Majesty's troops at eleven 
'o'clock this day. 

Art. II. The military shall march out with the 
honours of war, and shall then lay down their arms 
and become prisoners of war 5 but the officers shall 
Tetain their swords. 

Answer. — Agreed. 

Art: III. "Such officers as shall be desirous of leav- 
ing the Colony shall have permission to do so, they 
giving their parole of honour that they will not 
serve against Great Britain during the present war j 
and there shall be no impediment to their going 
home in neutral ships, if they choose it, at their own 
expence. 

Answer. — Agreed ; and in the mean time they 
shall remain prisoners on their parole at the Cape 
Town.

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Art. IV* Such officers as choose to remain here, 
without service, shall have leave so to do. 
Answer. — Agreed. 

Art. V. All property belonging to the Dutch Bast 
India Company shall be faithfully delivered up with-

#11 private property of every sort, whether belonging 
to die Company's civil, naval, or military servants* 
to the burghers and inhabitants, to churches, orphans, 
or public institutions, shall remain free and untouched.

Art. VI. Servants of the Company out of pay, 
t>r in the service of the burghers, desirous of re- 
maining in the Colony, shall be permitted to do so, 

Answer. — Agreed. 

Art. VIL — The inhabitants of the Colony shall 
{preserve the prerogatives which they at present enjoy. 
Public worship, as at present in use, shall also be 
maintained without alteration. 

Answer. — Agreed. 

Art. VIII. His Britannic Majesty shall continue 
the paper-money in its present value, to prevent the 
total ruin of the inhabitants. 

Answer. — Agreed. 

Art. IX. No new taxes shall be introduced, but 
the present ones shall be modified as much as possi- 
ble, in consideration of the decay of the Colony. 

Answer. —Agreed. 

Art X. The Commissary, as Governor, being 
prisoner of war, shall, after having delivered up 
-what belongs to the Company, be at liberty to de- 
part from hence on his parole of honour, and may, 
if he chooses it, take his .passage on board a seutfiti 
ship.

Art. XL He shall also be permitted to carry along 
1795. X with 
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with him, or to realize, all his private property of 
every sort, giving his word of honour as to its being 
really such. 

Answer. — Agreed. 

Art. XII. He shall likewise have permission, after 
having faithfully delivered up all papers, plans, &c. 
belonging to this Government, to retain all papers 
belonging to himself, and which may appear neces- 
sary to him for the vindication of his conduct during 
the time of his ministry, in the same manner as he 
might have done, had he been discharged by his 
Sovereign. 

Answer.— Agreed. 

Art. XIII. No persons whatever, whether servants 
of the company, seamen, military, burghers, or 
others belonging to the Colony, shall be pressed 
into His Britanniek Majesty's service, or engaged 
but by their own free will and consent.

Additional Article. 

IT having been represented to us, that the utmost 
confusion must ensue in the Colony, and that it would, 
in all probability, be attended with entire min of it, 
if the paper-money now circulating in it were deprived 
of that security which can alone give any effect to the 
eighth article ; we therefore consent, that the lands 
and houses, the property of the Dutch East India 
Company in this Settlement, shall continue the se- 
curity of that part of the money which is not already 
secured by mortgages upon the estates of individuals, 
by its having been lent to them. This is to be, how- 
ever. 
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ever, without prejudice to the Government of Great 
Britain having the use of the buildings, &c. for 
public purposes. And we will further represent to 
His Majesty's Government the infinite importance of 
this subject to the future prosperity of the Colony, 
and request that they will take it into consideration, 
in order to make 'such arrangements as may appear 
proper for its further security, if necessary, or for its 
final liquidation, if practicable.

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Extract of a Letter from Vice-Admiral the Honour- 
, able Sir G. K. Elphinstone, K. B. to Mr. Secre- 
tary Dundas, dated on board His Majesty's Ship 
Monarch, Table Bay, Cape of Good Hope, Septem- 
ber 23, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to inform you, that on the 
3d instant the India ships from St. Salvador arrived 
in False Bay j His Majesty's ship Sphynz, which 
sailed with them, having met with an accident, was 
obliged to return to the former place for repair.. 

On the 4th, General Clarke came into the har- 
bour, and on a conference with him, it was de- 
termined to land the troops without a moment's loss 
of time j but, notwithstanding the utmost exertion 
of the troops and seamen, it was the 14th before 
provision, guns, ammunition, &c. could be collected 
to enable the General to move forward from the 
camp at Muysenberg. 

On the morning of that day the army marched, 
each man carrying four days provision, and the volun- 
teer seamen from the India ships dragging the can- 
non through a deep sand * the country being difficult 
to proceed on, .they were considerably galled by the 
enemy during a fatiguing march performed in hot 
weather. 

At Wyneberg the bulk of the Dutch made a stand, 
but were soon dislodged by His Majesty's forces j 
and nearly at the same moment Commodore Bknkett, 
whom I had previously detached for the express pur- 
pose of alarming the enemy, and giving them a diver- 
sion on the Cape Town side, appeared off Camps 
Bay with the America, Echo, Rattlesnake, and Bom- 
bay Castle India ship, and performed that service in 
the eompletest manner. At eleven p. m. the Com- 
missary, Sluyskin, sent in a flag of truce to demand a 
cessation of arms for forty-eight hours j and on the 
following morning the Colony was surrended to Hi* 
Majesty. 

I can- 
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'I cannot conclude this letter without acknow*~ 
ledging the consolation I have derived from the 
friendly assistance and advice of Major-General 
Craig during a tedious sojournment before this place, 
rinder many distressing circumstances j and it is a 
real pleasure to add, that, with him, and also since 
tfce arrival of General Clarke, the same sentiments 
seem to have actuated the minds of the officers to 
whom His Majesty has been pleased to entrust the 
conduct of the expedition. 

I beg leave to notice the eminent services of Cap- 
tains Hardy and Spranger ; the conduct of the officers, 
and of the sea and marine corps, is also truly praise- 
worthy, and will be acceptable to His Majesty. 
The readiness with whkh the seamen of the India 
ships, under the command of Captain Acland, of the 
Brunswick, offered their service, gave me the highest 
satisfaction ; indeed all ranks of men bore this long 
service, during bad weather, with the utmost cheer* 
fulness, though often unavoidably ill-fed, and at- 
tended with great fatigue. 

My anxiety to dispatch the Orpheus, and the 
short time since our obtaining possession, will, I 
hope, plead my excuse for not transmitting by this 
opportunity a return of the naval stores taken, 
which I understand are considerable j but the va- 
riety of other circumstances at present occupying 
my mind, have hitherto prevented my attending to 
that point.

Table Bay, September 23, 1795 : 

I HAVE the honour to acquaint you, for the 

infor- 
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information of my Lords Commissioners of the Ad- 
miralty, that on the 1 6th instant the Colony and 
Castle of the Cape of Good Hope surrendered by 
capitulation to the British arms, in consequence of 
which I proceed in the Monarch to this Bay, whither 
I had previously dispatched Commodore Blank ett in 
the America, with the two sloops and an India ship, 
for the purpose of raising an alarm on the Cape 
Town side, in which he succeeded admirably. 

This event has given me great satisfaction, not 
only from the fortunate termination, but also from 
the relief it affords to the officers, seamen, and ma- 
rines of the fleet under my command, after a labo- 
rious service for a length of time, wherein they were 
continually fatigued, and often unavoidably ill fed* 
They merit my warmest thanks, to which the volun- 
teer seamen from the East India Company's ships 
are also entitled, for their readiness in undertaking 
to draw the cannon, and the cheerfulness with which 
they performed that duty \ and I must more particu- 
larly beg leave to notice the eminent services of Cap- 
tains Hardy and Spranger, which, however, are more 
fully described in a letter from Major-General Craig 
to me, a copy of which I have the honour to enclose, 
together with a list of promotions, wherein you will 
perceive I had given the command of the Princess to 
Captain Hardy, whose acknowledged merit will, I 
trust, justify my election, and recommend him to 
their Lordships' confirmation. This ship is one of 
those found in Simon s Bay, called by the Dutch 
Wilhemstadt and Boetzlaar, of one thousand tons 
burthen, mounting twenty-six guns, and most com- 
pletely sound, with copper in the hold sufficient to 
sheath her. 

The ship Castor and Star armed brig, late belong- 
ing to the Dutch East India Company, were found 
at anchor in this Bay j the latter being fit for His 
Majesty's service, and much wanted, I have also pre- 
sumed to commission.

DISPATCHES, of which the following are 
Copies, have been received at the Office of 
the Right Honourable Henry Dundas, one of His 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State : 

Head Quarters of Marshal Clerfayes 
My Lord, Army, Mayence, Nov. 3, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, 
that Marshal Clerfaye's advanced guards have fol- 
lowed up the brilliant victory of the 29th with so 
much vigour, that they have taken forty-three pieces 
of artillery in addition* to the hundred and six men- 
tioned in my last report. They have found the 
remains of great quantities -of ammunition waggons 
that had been blown up ; stores of all sorts, partly 
damaged, partly serviceable ; and wherever their 
march has been directed they have perceived evi- 
dent traces of the most precipitate and disorderly 
flight. General Schaal's dispersed army has gone 
towards the Moselle. 

.Marshal Clerfaye has occupied Bingen and Kieu- 

trenach, 
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trenach, and placed a corps in each position behind 
the Nahe rivulet as to cut oft" all direct communi- 
cation between Generals Jourdan and Pichegru. 
He has also a corps at Altzey, whqse advanced posts 
extend nearly to Worms. Part of his troops have 
Teturned from the Lahn, and the main army is now 
collected, and encamped in front of Mayence behind 
the Seltz rivulet. 

On the 30th of October the Austrian General 
Boros surprised and made prisoners seven hundred 
infantry who occupied the Nieder Wert, an Island 
-on the Rhine near Neuwied. And on the 31st 
the enemy evacuated the strong works that they 
had erected to cover their bridge at that place, upon 
finding that the Austrians were preparing to storm 
them. 

Every day fresh instances come to our knowledge 
of outrages and cruelties exercised by General Jour- 
dan's troops in their retreat. The inhabitants were 
driven to despair in many places, and fell upon the 
enemy with forks, scythes, and such other weapons 
as they could procure. 



Head Quarters of Marshal Clerfaye, 
My Lord, Bechtheim, Nov. 9, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, 
that an advanced corps of Marshal Clerfaye s army, 
under the command of General Naundorf, obtained 
an advantage over the enemy on the 3d instant, be- 
tween Altzey and Kirkheim $ and on the 4th the 
Marshal marched from his camp before Mayence, on 
the 5th he arrived at this place, which is about eight 
English miles from Worms. 

General Wartensleben encamped the same day 
with a considerable corps in the fieighbourhood of 

Altzey, 
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Altzey; being coTered by' two advanced guards, one 
under the Prince of Hohenloe at Bingen, the other 
-under General Naundorf, who occupied Kreutzenacb, 
and masked the enemy's post at Kirkheim. The 
advanced guard of the main army, commanded by 
General Kray, encamped near Pfedersheim, upon 
the Pfrim rivulet, drawing its advanced posts from 
the Rhine till they formed those of General Naun- 
dorf. 

On. the 6th instant General Naundorf marched 
with part of his troops to take possession of the 
principal pass that leads from Kreutzenach to Kai- 
serslautern. He attacked the enemy at Rocken- 
hausen, who, after being dislodged from a very 
strong entrenched post at that place, abandoned 
Falkenstein, and retired in great confusion behind 
Winweiler. 

The loss of the Austrians on this occasion was 
not great. The enemy had about two hundred taken 
prisoners, and left about .three hundred dead on the

Head Quarters of Marshal Clerfaydt 
Army, Pfedersheim, near Wotmt, 
My Lord, Nov. 12, 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, that; 
Marshal Clerfaye, after having thrown twa bridges 
over the Rhine at Gemsheim, and received a rein- 
forcement from General Wurmser, marched on the 
10th instant to attack General Pichegru's army^ 
which was encamped upon the heights behind the 
Pfrim, a rivulet that runs into the Rhine a little be- 
low Worms. General Wartensleben marched at the 
same time from Altzey to attack the enemy's post at 
Kireheim. 

Upon the approach of the Austria^ army, Cfeperal

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Austriatis could not arrive in time to bring on a sen* 
ous affair with his rear-guard ; however, they took 
three pieces of cannon, several prisoners, and killed 
and wounded considerable numbers. 

Marshal Clerfaye encamped with the main army 
close to the Pfrim that evening 5 General Warten- 
sleben at Kircheim. 

On the 11th the Marshal crossed the Pfrim, and 
encamped on the right of the road that leads from 
Worms to Manheim. The enemy had evacuated 
Worms in the night, and General de la Tour, with 
part of the reserve, drove them out of Frankenthal, 
whilst the army was occupying its position. He 
took three cannon and above one hundred prisoners. 
The enemy in the course of this day had above two 
hundred killed and wounded. The advanced posts 
were pushed towards Manheim, Turkeim, and Key- 
serslautern. 

To-day no movement of any consequence has 
taken place on this side. 

General Wartenslcben returned to Altzey the 1 1th, 
as part of General Jourdan's army had appeared in 
front of his posts at Kreutzenach and Bingen 5 and 
to-day he . has encamped with his whole corps be- 
tween these two places. 

4 The Austrians lost in the course of the 10th and 
1 1th about two hundred and fifty men. 

On the 10th at night the trenches were regularly 
opened at Manheim.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, 
that in the afternoon of yesterday, after I had sent 

oft 
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off my last dispatch, part of General Pichegru's army 
attacked the Austrian post at Frankenthal. The 
ground in front of that Town is of such a nature as 
to admit, of the enemy's approaching to within a very 
short distance without being discovered j and they 
profited of this advantage by bringing a large body 
of troops, and above thirty pieces of cannon, so for- 
ward before they commenced the attack, as almost 
to ensure their carrying the place, more especially as 
it was not occupied in force. They succeeded, after 
a terrible fire of grape-shot and musquetry. But 
whilst they were making their dispositions to main- 
tain the important point which they had gained, the 
Austrian General De la Tour advanced with two 
battalions and ten squadrons, attacked the Town with 
the utmost impetuosity, drove the enemy out of it, 
took about three hundred prisoners, and killed and. 
wounded between five and six hundred. 

The Austrians had, on this occasion, eight officers 
and about two hundred non-eommissioned officers 
and privates killed and wounded. 

- General Pichegru has taken a position with his 
right to the Rhine, his left to Turkheim ; so that 
Manheim is not yet invested on- this side of the. 
Rhine.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, 
that Marshal Clerfaye marched yesterday to attack 
General Pichegru, who occupied a very strong posi- 
tion, with his left at Turkheim, his right to the

Rhine a little below Manbeim. His left wing a?*d 
ttntce stood upon very commanding: heights $ the> 
former Iking covered along? part of its front, ap4 
on its flank, by an impassable morass j the latter by 
a mule*, the banks of which were marshv, and in- 
tersjeded with several deep ditches. His right wing 
waft partly in the Wood of Friesenheinj, and partly 
in. the Villages of Oggersheira, Epstein, and Flomev- 
abeim, and the adjacent inclosures. This wing wo* 
aba difficult of approach from the many broad, 
ditches that ran along its front, especially near the? 
Villages, and in the Wood of Friesenheim ; but, upon 
the whole, it presented fewer obstacles than the 
ether parts of the position. Before the left of hi* 
centre was the Village of Lambsbeim, where he had 
placed a body of infantry and some artillery, as it 
stood upon one of the principal roads leading toward* 
his camp. 

Marshal Clerfaye's disposition was as follows : 

The right, or first column, forming a separate 
eorpa of five battalions and sixteen squadrons, under 
General Kray, was to attack at Turkeim, and if they 
could not force that point, they were at least to act 
in such a manner as to prevent the enemy's detach- 
ing from thence. 

The right wing and centre of the army, com- 
manded by the Marshal in person, was to march in 
six columns $ four, making eighteen battalions and 
twenty-six squadrons, to iorm opposite the right of 
the enemy's left wing, and opposite the left of their 
centre. The two others, making nine battalions and 
eight squadrons, opposite the remainder of their 
centre.

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wid intersected with water-courses, that he could only 
cross, it in three places, and with at most six men 
abreast. This he considered as too dangerous a ma- 
noeuvre to attempt immediately under the fire of the 
enemy's batteries, and exposed to the attacks of their 
cavalry as he was forming. Therefore he changed 
his disposition ; reinforced General De la Tour from 
his centre, and kept up a heavy cannonade, pushing 
at the same time two battalions, a small body of 
cavalry, and a battery of heavy artillery, across the 
rivulet at two different points, as if he intended to 
cross with the army 5 but giving orders to the troops, 
whom it was necessary to expose in this manner, not 
to advance after they had formed at the head of the 
defiles. This manoeuvre had the desired effect, by 
preventing, the enemy from reinforcing their right, 
-and it gave General De la Tour an opportunity of 
defeating them entirely on that wing. By the time 
it was dusk, he had carried all that part of their posi- 
tion -, and if the action had happened at a season of 
the year when the days are longer, the victory would 
have been of the most complete and brilliant nature, 
because the enemy's centre and left could not possibly 
keep their ground after their right had given way, 
and the Austrian cavalry would have been able to 
attack them in their retreat with the most decided 
advantage. However, the night coming on made 
this impossible : therefore General Pichegru effected 
his retreat behind the Keebach (a rivulet that runs 
from Neustadtinto the Rhine above Manheim,) after 
having evacuated the works which form a protection 
to Manheim on the side of the river, and abandoned 
all communication with the garrison. 

Manheim is now closely invested, and the object 
of Marshal ClerfayeV manoeuvres, since he stormed 
the entrenched camp before Mayence, completely at- 
tained. 

The Austrian* bad on this occasion twenty-seven 

officers 
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officers and between seven and eight hundred men 
killed and 'wounded*. They took between six and 
seven hundred prisoners, and six pieces of cannon. 

The French loss in killed and wounded was very 
great, according to all tjie reports of the deserters and 
prisoners. 

During the battle General Naundorf, who was 
posted with a light corps upon the right of Gelheim, 
pushed on strong parties on the roads leading to Kai- 
sersJautern. 

Marshal Clerfeye inarches to-day, and encamps 
with his left to the Rhine above Manheim, his right 
to the Mountains between Turkheim and Neustadt. 

General Pichegru's retreat has rendered his com- 
munication with General Jourdain more difficult. 
The latter has advanced with part of his army to- 
wards General Wartensleben, who is posted behind 
the Nake rivulet, between Kreutzenach and Bingen ; 
and on the 12th he attacked the Post of Kreutzenach, 
but was repulsed with the loss of a great number of 
men and two pieces of cannon. 

The first parallel before Manheim is opened at a 
very short distance from the works, and the siege is 
carrying on with the utmost vigour.

Extract of a Letter from Robert Craufurd, Esq. to 
Lord Grenville, dated Head Quarters of General 
Wurmsers Army, near Manheim, Nov. 23> 1795. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, 
that the Commandant of Manheim having, the night 
before last, sent out an officer to General Wurmser 
to propose terms for the surrender of the place, a 
capitulation was concluded yesterday morning, by 

1795. Z whicn 
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which it was agreed that the garrison should march 
out with the usual honours, lay down their arms on 
the glacis, and become prisoners of war. 

As soon as the capitulation was signed, the Aus- 
trian troops occupied the out-works, and two of the 
gates of the Town, viz. the Heidelberg and Rhine 
gates. 

The garrison marched out this morning, and the 
place was taken possession of by General Wurmser, 
in the name of His Imperial Majesty, after a siege 
of only twelve days of open trenches. 

The French troops, which by this event are become 
prisoners of war, consist of ten half brigades, or 
thirty battalions of infantry, a proportionate corps of 
artillery, sappers, miners, &c. and a squadron of hus- 
sars, making in the whole four Generals, three hun- 
dred and eighty-nine officers, and nine thousand nine 
hundred and forty-nine non-commissioned officers 
and privates. 

This great diminution of force must be severely 
felt by the enemy, at a time when his armies are so 
weakened and dispirited, and their strength rapidly 
declining by the immense desertion which daily takes 
place. 

The enclosed list of the garrison of Manheim is 
a corroborating proof of the truth of the information 
that is received from all quarters upon this subject, 
as, of the ten half brigades or thirty battalions of in- 
fantry, which, if complete, ought to amount to thirty 
thousand men, the actual strength is only eight thou- 
sand three hundred and seventy-two. Their officers 
acknowledge that they have long since ceased to re- 
ceive any recruits*

Capitulation proposed by the General of Division 
Montaigu, commanding the French Troops at Man- 
heim, to General Count de Wurmser, commanding 
the Austrian Troops before that Town. 

Art. I. General Montaigu shall deliver up the 

Fortress of Manheim to the Count de Wurmser, on 

Z 2 the 
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the of November, with the warlike stores and 
artillery therein, and in the state in which they now 
are. 

Answer. — The Fortress shall be delivered upon 
the 23d of November. 

Art. II. The French troops shall march out of 
Manheim, with their arms and baggage, as soon as 
the means shall be arranged for their passing to the 
left side of the Rhine ; in all cases they shall march 
on the of November, and take the route which 
shall be agreed upon between the two Commanding 
Generals. 

Answer. — The French garrison shall be prisoners 
of war. They shall march out of the place on the 
23d of November, with the honours of war, and 
shall lay down their arms on the glacis at pine o'clock 
in the morning. They shall take the route which 
shall be directed by General Count de Wurmser. 

Art. III. The troops of His Majesty the Emperor, 
under the command of the Count de Wurmser, in 
two hours after the exchange of the capitulation, 
signed by two Commanding Generals, shall take 
possession of the Fort at the head of the Bridge of 
the Necker ; of the out-posts, of the Gate of Hei- 
delberg, and of the Redoubt of the Rhine, before the 
Gate of l'Ecluse j and they shall not enter into the 
Town till the last division of the French troops have 
marched out. 

Answer. — After the signing of the capitulation, 
the Austrian troops shall take possession of the out- 
works of the Gate of Heidenberg, and of the Gate 
of the Rhine, to-morrow, the 22d of November, at 
eight o'clock in the morning. 

Art. IV. The carriages necessary for the trans- 
port of the effects belonging to the Republic, or to 
the corps and individuals composing the garrison of 
Manheim", shall be furnished to them upon paying 
for the same by agreement, according to the orders 

of 
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of the Count de Wurmser, on the rands by whkfe 
the French troops shall pass. 

Answer. — The carriages necessary for the transport 
of the effects and property belonging to the French 
officers shall be furnished to the French troops at the 
rate usual in the country. Whatever belongs to the 
Nation shall be delivered up to the Austrian Com- 
missaries. 

Art. V. The Count de Wurmser shall give orders 
for furnishing the necessary forage in the places 
where the French troops shall pass, and which the 
garrison may not be able to provide at Manheim j 
as also four days' provision for the French troops, 
to be computed from the day of their departure from 



Answer.— Care shall be taken to furnish bread to 
the troops. Hie officers, who shall be desirous of 
keeping their horses, may purchase forage, which 
shall be delivered to them by the Conductors, at the 
current price. 

Art. VI. The sick remaining in the Hospital of 
Manheim shall be taken care of by the officers of 
health of the French army, who shall remain in the 
place till its entire evacuation ; for whom the neces- 
sary carriages shall be provided to the nearest Town 
in the possession of the French troops. General 
Montaigu relies upon the humanity of the Count de 
Wurmser that they will be supplied with every as- 
sistance necessary for their recovery. . 

Answer. — The sick shall be treated with huma- 
nity, which is never refused in such cases. But 
they shall be attended by Austrian Surgeons. After 
their recovery they shall remain prisoners like the 
other troops. 

Art. VII. An officer of engineers of the French 
army shall deliver to an Austrian officer the plans, 

maps, 
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maps, and other effects which the French engineers 
have received since their entry into Manheim. 

Answer. — This article shall have effect as soon 
as the Austrian troops occupy the two above-men- 
tioned gates ; and it is to be understood that all 
military effects are to be delivered up, such as artil- 
lery, magazines, plans, maps, &c. ; for which purpose 
Austrian officers of the engineers and artillery shall 
be sent into the Town on die 22d of November, at 
eight o'clock. 

Art. VIII. The Regency, Magistrates, and inha- 
bitants of the Town of Manheim, shall not be pro- 
ceeded against in any manner on account of the 
former surrender of that Town to the French. 

Answer.— This article depends entirely on the 
pleasure of His Imperial Majesty. 

Art. IX. When the day is fixed for the garrison 
to march out of Manheim, a staff-officer of the Aus- 
trian army, accompanied by a staff-officer of the 
French army, shall precede the troops in order to 
give the necessary orders for their march, and for 
providing quarters, until their arrival on the Territory 
occupied by the troops of the Republic. 

Answer. — Answered by the second article. 

Art. X. As soon as the capitulation is signed by 
the two Commanding Officers, the Count de Wurm- 
ser shall furnish on officer of the French army with 
a passport to enable him to carry an account of the 
present capitulation to General Pichegru. 

Answer. — The reports made by General Montaigu 
shall be sent to General Pichegru.

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Additional Articles to the Capitulation proposed by 
General Montaigu, commanding the French Troops 
at Manheim >: to General Count de Wurmser, com- 
manding the Troops of His Imperial Majesty. 

Art. I. The garrison shall have no covered car- 
riage, and reference shall be had to the fourth article, 
by which all military effects, without any exception 
whatever, such as chests, ammunition, horses, cloth- 
ing, provisions, are to be specified, and faithfully de- 
livered up to the Austrian Officers and Commissaries 
appointed for that purpose. 

Art. II. Until the execution of the present capitu- 
lation, reciprocal hostages shall be given, viz. a 
Field Officer and a Captain shall be exchanged to- 
morrow morning at seven o'clock. 

Art. III. To-morrow morning the French Com- 
manding Officer shall make known the number of 
carriages that are wanted, and before the garrison 
shall march out, he shall deliver a return o£ hit 
troops. 

The garrison shall give up the Austrian deser- 
ters.

Copy of a Letter from Captain Luke, of His Ma- 
jestys Ship Caroline, to Evan Nepean, Esq. in the 
North Seas; the Texel bearing S. S. E. 20 Leagues, 
Received thellth instant, without date. 

YOU will be pleased to inform their Lordships, 
that His Majesty's ship Caroline, under my 
command, part of Admiral Duncan's squadron, hav- 
ing discovered, on the 1st of December, two strange 
sail, being south four leagues, the Admiral made our 
signal to chase. This happened about eight o'clock 
in the morning. At half-past eleven a. m. came 
within gun-shot, when. we found the chase shewed 
Ejench colours, and fired a shot to windward. The 
Caroline immediately fired to bring her to, but she 
hauled her wind from us, and fired a broadside. 
In the course of an hour, after firing several shot, 
she struck. She proves to be the Pandora, a Na- 
tional brig, three days from Dunkirk, carrying one 
hundred and eight men, and mounting fourteen six- 
pounders. The other, named Le Septine, mounting 
twelve four-pounders, got off while we were taking 
the prisoners out.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, 
that Marshal Clerfaye, with that part of his army 
which during the siege of Manheim had been en- 
camped between the Rhine and Neustadt, arrived 
on the 29th in the neighbourhood of Creutzenach, 
where it formed a junction with General Warten- 
sleben's corps, and took nearly the same position 
that the latter has oceupied for some time past, the 
right flank being at Bingen, the left on the heights 
behind Creutzenach and Furfeld, and the advanced 
posts pushed on beyond the Nahe. 

General Kray, as soon as he was relieved from 
the Post of Neustadt, directed his march towards 
Wolfstein ; from whence, after having received re- 
inforcements from the army, he was to advance by 

1795 2 A * Lau- 
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Laute*eck and Meissenheim to turn the right flank 
of the enemy, encamped near Zimmern, whilst the 
main body of the army should menace his front. 

General Kray could not arrive at Lautereck be- 
fore the 1st instant. In the mean time General 
Jourdan advanced with the army of the Sambre and 
Meuse, consisting of about fifty-five thousand men, 
drove back, on the 30th, the Austrian advanced 
piquets that were on the other side of the Nahe, 
and took a position opposite to that of Marshal Cler- 
faye's army, his right flank being covered by one di- 
vision posted behind Lautereck and Meissenheim on 
the Glahn, his centre and left extending along the 
banks of the Nahe to the Rhine. At Bingen, which 
is situated at the conflux of these two rivers, and 
on the right bank of the former, there is a stone 
bridge over the Nahe ; but it is equally difficult for 
either party to undertake any thing on this quarter. 
From thence to Creutzenach, where there is also a 
stone bridge, the nature of the ground is much more 
favourable for the enemy than for the Austrians, as 
the hills on the left bank (that is, on the enemy's 
side) are very commanding, and close to the Nahe •> 
whereas, on the right bank there is a plain of consi- 
derable breadth, from which the heights rise in so 
gradual a slope as to afford, in general, no position 
for the Austrian artillery near enough to defend the 
passages of the river without being entirely com- 
manded by the French batteries on the opposite 
side. These circumstances exist in a particular de- 
gree at Creutzenach itself $ so much so, that infantry 
posted on the hill called the Schlossberg, on the left 
bank, can fire quite into the Town and on to the 
bridge. 

On the morning of the 1st instant the enemy 
were seen in very great force drawn up on the op- 
posite hills. About nine o'clock a large body of in- 
fantry, supported by the fire of artillery very advan- 
tageously placed on the heights behind the Town, 

advanced 
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advanced to attack Creutzenach. The Austrians de- 
fended it with great firmness, but the disadvantages 
of the situation made it impossible for them to pre- 
vent the enemy at length getting possession of it, 
which happened at about eleven o'clock. The Aus- 
trians, however, having re-formed on this side of the 
Town, advanced again, and attacked the French 
with so great bravery, that they presently drove them 
quite over the bridge, and out of the place. ^ 

The enemy renewed the attack with a large body 
of fresh troops, and the Austrians in the Town be- 
ing extremely galled by the commanding fire of the 
French artillery, and by that of the infantry on the 
Schlossberg, and being totally unsupported by their 
own cannon (which, from the nature of the situation, 
could not be made use of,) they found it imprac- 
ticable to maintain the post. They therefore aban- 
doned it a second time, and retired to the heights, 
bringing away the only piece of artillery that had 
been employed in the affair. 

The enemy contented themselves with occupying 
the bridge, and did not venture to shew themselves 
on this side of the Town. 

The loss of the Austrians in this affair amounts to 
near five hundred killed and wounded. 

Fifty of the enemy were taken prisoners, and 
their loss in killed and wounded must have been 
considerable. 

They having been obliged to abandon the Post of 
Creutzenach is not of any very material consequence, 
as the army maintains exactly the same position as 
before, excepting that the part of the line which is 
opposite that place is thrown a little back, in order 
to occupy the most commanding heights. 

At the same time that the above-mentioned affair 
happened at Creutzenach, .General Kray attacked and 
defeated a corps of the enemy at Lautereck, and en- 
tirely cut to pieces and took two whole battalions-

THE situation of the Austrian armies on this side 
of the Rhine is at present as follows, viz. 

Marshal Clerfaye s behind the Nahe, from Bingen 
to the heights behind Volcksheim (near Creutzenach) 
and Furfield. Two or three battalions at Alsentz, 
and other Villages to the left, to keep up the commu- 
nication with General Kray's corps, which is at Lau- 
tereck and Wolfstein, and has lately been reinforced 
by some battalions from the army. General Nauen- 
dorf is in march from Kayserslautern, which post, 
and those dependent on it, as Frankenstein, Nipstedt, 
and Hockspier, were this day occupied by a detach- 
ment of General Wurmser's army.
